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Witness Tells How British 
Audacious Went Down 
at Sea, 


MINE PROBABLE CAUSE 


New York, Nov. 14.—[{Special.}—Mall 
dispatches received here today say that 
the British dreadnought Audacious lies 
at the bottom of the sea off the coast of 
Ireland. 
These dispatches report the mammoth 
fighter—third in tonnage and armament 
of all his majesty’s fleet—was lost on 
the morning of Oct. 27. It is not known 
whether it struck a mine or was torpedoed 
by some roving craft from the German 
fleet. 
With the possible exception of one or 
two, the whole crew of 800 officers and 
men was rescued by small boats from 
the White Star liner Olympic. The rescue 
was made in a rough sea through brilliaat 
and daring seamanship on the part of the 
White Star crew. 
A high official of the White Star line 
gave confirmation to these reports to- 
night when he admitted the Olympic had 
made a rescue off the Irish coast. He 
would not admit nor deny that the vessel 
in distress was the Audacious. 


Denjed by Ship Surgeon. 

The story of the dtenster igeontradicted 
by DF. C. J. H. Braumont, éhip surgeon 
of the Olympic. Dr. Beaumont, who ar- 
rived in New York on the Baltic yesterday, 
was aboard .the Olympic on its last trip 
east. He says he did not leave the ve» 
sel until it lay at Lough Swilly om Oct. 27, 
the day the sinking is reported to have 
occurred. 
The surgeon says that on Oct. 27 there 
was no rescue of the crew of the Auda- 
cious, that the war veasel was not even 
sighted, and that there was nothing out of 
the ordinary except that the Olympic put 
in at the Lough because of the danger of 
running into a mine field. 


Does Not Prove Story False. 
There is left even in Dr. Beaumont's 
story a posaibility that the sinking of the 
Audacious ig true. The Olympic put into 
the lough on Oct. 27 and five days later 
left that port and proceeded around the 
south coast of Ireland to Belfast. Dr. 
Beaumont landed at Lough Swilly on the 
day that the Olympic dropped anchor 
there and hastened to Liverpool. He waa 
therefore not a passenger during the trip 
to Belfast. But if the Olympic did its work 
of rescue during this trip the Audacious 
met its fate mot on Oct. 27, as reported, 
but on Nov. 8 or 4. 


Letter Tells of Sinking. 

One of the letters which tell of the sink- 
ing of the vessel follows: 

“Goon after breakfast, as we were 
off the coast of Ireland, but not in sight 
of it, we saw four or five miles away 
a British dreadnought, a cruiser, and a 
torpedo boat. We made toward it, and 
found H. M. 8. Audacious, fiying sig- 
nals to us to stand by—that it was sink- 
ing. 

* Waver were breaking over the decks. 
In the rough sea it seemed to be going 
down astern, with a heavy list to the 
port, aa if it had been torpedoed or hit 
by a mine in the port side aft of amid- 


“ After every heavy sea water. broke 
over the side in a miniature waterfall. 
The whole crew of 960 men were on deck, 
all standing as erect as ninepins, those 
at the atern with waves breaking over 
their feet. 

Managed Calmly.

The railroads have 


been notified the ten day quarantine has Previously 


been lifted. All the packing plants, new- 
ly_scrubbed and disinfected, have received 
the federal government's official O. K. 
Local stockmen who thought the quar- 
antine on Illinois cattle should be more 
severe made a final effort yesterday to 
obtain a more stringent ruling frem the 
state veterinarian, but their request was 
refused by Dr. O. E. Dyson. The cattle- 
men, represented by T. W. Jerrems and 
S. B. Stafford, wanted affidavits of im- 


‘munity from state veterinarians as well as 


from the shippers themselves. 


One Affidavit Enough. 

“My men—135 of them—are working 
night and day to fight the contagion,” 
Dr. Dyson said. “If I require them (to 
certify to the quality of all the cattle 
shipped from the state, it would take 
them away from preventive work which 
is far more important in my judgment.” 

As a result of Dr. Dyson's ruling, every 
shipper who sends his tattle from Illinois 
to the Chicago stockyardse will have to 
sign an affidavit saying that none of the 
cattle shipped has foot and mouth dis- 
ease, and none of them has been exposed 
to it. 

As a climax to the cleanup week, every 
building in the stockyards, except three, 
was thoroughly fumigated. The three 
buildings which were not entered house 
the dairy show cattle valued at more 
than $2,000,000. .It was stated that he- 
tween fifty and 100 of the 800 animals 
now.in quarantine contracted the disease 
within the previous twenty-four houss. 
Eighty men are quarantined along with 
the prize herd. 


Prices May Advance, 

Experienced stockmen are reticent 
about the prices which will prevail when 
the market is reopened. It is expected 
beef will rule slightly higher, but the 
extent of the rise is a matter which is 
“on the lap of the gods.” 

James P. Brown, head cattle buyer for 
Armour, was heard to say thag the public 
is still so suspicious of beef that the de- 
mand is not great enough to boost prices. 
The common prediction about the yards 
was that the initial shipments would total 
about a half of the ordinary Monday 
morning recelpts. 

Dr. W. N. Neil, chief of the bureau of 
meat inepection at the yards, gave as- 
surance that the public need feel no fear 
of the meat offered for sale in Chicago.

Committee Recommendations. 
“ We recommend: That no general con- 
clusion be formulated upon the abstract 
question of municipal ownership, but 
rather we express our judgment to be that 
municipalities should be given in all In- 
stances the power to municipalize public 
utilities, the expediency of ite exercise 
being at any time and place and with 
regard to any particular utility a matter 
for local determination. 
“That we make no general determina- 
tion as between state board and local or 
home rule reguietion of public service 
corporations; that we do, however, de- 
clare that the franchise making power 
should in all cases be local, that mu- 
nicipally owned utilities should be sub- 
ject to local control only, that in latge 
cities loca) regulation is plainly to be 
preferred, and that in all cases the prin- 
ciples of home rule should be preserved 
by at least leaving it to the people of a 
city of whatever size to determine 
whether they desire to act for themselves 
or to call in a state board, if one exists, 
either to regulate or to aid the local au- 
thorities in regulating privately owned 
local utilities. 

Utilities Bureau Urged. 

“ That we Indorse the idea of the estab- 
lishment of the utilities bureau as a na- 
tlon-wide intercity agency for bringing 
the combined ability and experience of ail 
our cities to the service of each city which 
may face a public utility problem. 
“We recommend that the trustees of 
the utilities bureau proceed to ite further 
organization, outlining a plan by which its 
support may be assured and its services 
made available. In this connection we 
suggest for the consideration of the 
trustees that an office be provided, rec- 
ords kept, experts be employed, and that 
cities which can legally do so contribute 
on some equitable basis to the expense 
of the bureau in excess of its earning 
when inthe service of cities actually using 
its facilities in the solution of particular 
problems.” 

Mayor Baker of Cleveland presided at 
the morning session and started the ball 
rolling against the private corporations. 
He was followed by Mayor Hocken of 
Toronto, Canada, who emphasized the 
record low rates of his eléctrical plant. 
Then Frederick C. Howe, commissioner 
of immigration, New York City, told of 
the almost universal success of public 
ownership in Europe.

BERNHARDI AND FRENCH ON 
MODERN CAVALRY. 


The layman has cherished a notion that the 
aeroplane and the rapid fire long range gun have 
reduced the importance of cavalry and within oa 
short period will render it obsolete. Not so the 
expert. There has just been published in America 
a small book written by one of the most talked of 
men in the world, Gen. Friedrich von Bernharili, 
with a preface by another man less discussed but 
no less conspicuous, Fiekid Marshal Sir John 
French. The book is on the subject of cavalry, 
and as both its author and the writer of the 
preface are famous cavalrymen, their opinions will 
interest laymen and professionals alike. 

“The great changes which have taken place in 
military science since the year 1866 have forced 
ell atms to adopt new methods of fighting,” Bern- 
bardi begins. “It was, first and foremost, the im- 
provement in the firearm which wrought the trans- 
formation of the battlefield and called forth an 
increased demand for cover against the murderous 
effect of fire. The infantry sought safety in sparser 
formation and in utilizing the smallest accidents 
ef the ground for cover, while the artillery adopted 
armored shields, covered positions, and indirec* 
methods of fire. It was only the cavalry that 
could not keep pace with these developments. 
Yorming a conspicuous target, capable of being con- 
eealed only behind considerable inequalities of the 
ground, it could indeed seldom find cover within the 
range of the enemy’s fire. As, at the same time, 
its strength in comparison to that of the great 
armies of the present day has sensibly diminished. 
it might be concluded that its particular value in 


‘battle had decreased considerably in possibility and 
‘Importance.” 


It was at Sadowa (1866) that the repeating rifle 
first made its appearance, and there had much to 
do with the sweeping success of the Prussians, 
although the Austrians aleo were surprised and 
outflanked by the German crown prince. But before 
this event, especially in the wars of Napoleon, the 
eavalry, held usually in great masses in reservs. 
delivered the staggering, decisive blow at the crit- 
ical moment. The proportion of cavalry to infanttv 
was then very much larger than it has been since, 
yet Bernhardi hastens t> qualify his admission as 
to the diminishment of the cavalry’s role in actual 
battle by pointing out that cavalry has gained 
efficiency in possessing a better firearm which 
its mobility enables it to employ against 
the most sensitive parts of an enemy's line 
of battle. Also he notes that modern armies are 
largely made up of newly raised levies which are 
more sensitive to moral impressions and when 
shaken in battle offer an objective especially sus- 
ceptible to cavalry attack. 
Furthermore, though cavalry’s role in actual bat- 
tle has diminished m (mportance, its service in 
other directions has increased in importance and 
- difficulty. This is true of reconnaissance, “ Who- 
ever gets the earliest and best information pos- 
sesees nowadays a far greater advantage than for- 
merly, when, with the small armies of the day, 
movements and combinations of force could often 
be sueceasfully carried out in the immediate pres- 
ence of the enemy's army.” As to the relative 
value In this service of airships and cavalry, Bern- 


_ hardi wrote five years ago that, while the former 


might be valuable in the period of concentration 
and in fortress warfare, whether they could be 
. adapted to conditions of a war of movement remained 
to be demonstrated.

Somehow or other the 100,000 or 1,000,900 
men are supposed*to get on without fol- 
lowing the laws of living which protect 
citizens at home. In consequence of this 
arrangement of the army machine, pesti- 
lence has always attacked armies in the 
field. 

In recent years armies have learned to 
live the law, and pestilence has not suc- 
ceeded in making headway among them. 
When the Russo-Japanese conflict broke 
out it was thought that cholera would 
devastate. It did not. Though there is 
always some cholera in Russia and though 
the Russian army did not protect itself 
against typhoid, its organization against 
cholera and amallpox was successful. 
Even the Balkan states were able to 
forfend their armies against cholera. 
Therefore there need be no agitation over 
the occasional case of cholera reported 
from the armies now engaged in war in 
Europe.

PHILOSOPHY AND HATE. 


The immoderation of the philosophers, from 
Eucken to Bergson, has, Yrom the beginning of thé 
war, caused astonishment. One after another, the 
intellectuals have gone pop, like corn in a hot skillet, 
and the judicious have grieved to sce fury control- 
ling where reason was supposed to rule. = 
The illuminati, almost without exception and re- 
gardless of nationality, became advocates and special 
pleaders, breaking away from all intellectual re 
straints, qualifying nothing, moderating nothing, 
damning their enemies with an enthusiasm that 
wiped out whole civilizations. 

This remarkable blowing up of the philosophical 
temperament and breakdown of the philosophical 
habit has been noted from time to time, but with- 
out taking into consideration why there cannot be 
philosophy in war time. A necessary emotion of 
war is hate. Men trained in the military profession 
can fight without anger, and soldiers under discipline 
can do their work without hating the opponent; but 
the nations back of them must be cnimated by a 
desire to kiil and destroy. Hate is an essential war 
emotion. It is immoderate and unqualifying. It 
seeks justification of acts by finding a necessity for 
them in the character or acts of the enemy. 

To qualify these judgments is to weaken the justi- 
fication, and people going to war with half a heart 
for it are not in the mood which promises success. 
The flluminati do not exempt themselves from this 
dominance of passion, and rationality disappears out 
of their processes of thonght.

ROAD ADMINISTRATION. 
[From the New York Post,) 
The exhibition at the American road congress 


at Atlanta of representations of the Appian Way, 
the French roads of Napoleon, and the Telford 
and macadam roads of George IV.’s time in Eng- 
land is a reminder that the mechanics of good 
roads has long teen known. Where the United 
States lags behind is in adopting scientific and 
businesslike methods of administering road ex- 
penditures; and the denunciation by R, H. Dana, 
chairman of the Nationa] Civil Service Reform 
league, of New York’s system of inspecting high- 
ways through politician barberg, tailors, prise 
fighters, and bartenders might have been ex- 
tended to many other states. : 

The primary desideratum, taking the country 
as a whole, is greater centralization of road ad- 
ministration, through the creation of state de- 
partments or commissions, and the subordination 
to them of the powers of county or town depart- 
ments, In 1913 alone four states founded such 
bodies, and eight reorganized and strengthened 
departments already existing. The secondary re- 
quirement is to take them forever out of politics 
through the choice of experts under civil service 
rules, The states have recently shown increased 
liberality in appropriations for road butlding, a 
continuance of which must depend upon the pru-

Hig arrival there was followed, first of all, by 
the opening of a news bureau in the Grand Ruc 
de Pera,, where wulletins, published in Turkish 
and in I’rench, gave fantastic accounts of alleged 
German victories in Russia and in France, and of 
mythical Moslem risings in India against Great 
Britain, of Moslem insurrections in Morocco, Al- 
geria, and Tunis, against the French, etc. 

Von Kuhimann’s wife bears a name different to 
his own. For last year the emperor bestowed 
upon her the name and title of Baroness von 
Stumm-Ramholz, in her own right. The reason 
for this unusual honor was that the baroness ig 
owner of the great Ramholg estate, in the prov- 
ince of Nassau, which she inherited from her 
father, the late Baron Hugo von Stumm, whose 
baronial title did not descend in the female line, 
but was to pass, after his death, in the male line 
only, according to the laws of primogeniture., 

He was predeceased by his only son. The bar- 
ony of the owner of the Ramholz estate wilk ac- 
cording to the terms of the patent issued last 
year by the kaiser to the baroness, descend at 
her death to hér eldest son, but will not be shared 
by her other children, who will retain their fath- 
er’s name of Kuhlmann. 

The Stumms, whose iron works rival those of 
the Krupps at Essen, have several American con- 
nections, and owe their elevation to the nobility 
from the bourgeoisie to Emperor Frederick.

One of them, Baron Ferdinand Stumm, former- 
ly German ambassador at Madrid, married Miss 
Pauline Hoffman, daughter of the banker, Louis 
von Hoffman of New York, while hig son and 
namesake, secretary of the Prussian legation at 
Stuttgart, married Miss Constance Hoyt of Wash- 
ington, D. C., while attached te the German em- 
bassy in the United States. 

Yon Kuhimann’s wife was popular tin England 
— far more so than her husband. For the hus- 
band wae rightly suspected towards the latter 
part of his stay there of taking advantage of 
hospitality to ferret out secrete. English people, 
while somewhat careless about whom they invite 
to their houses in town, are very careful about 
those whom they ask te stay with them at their 
eountry seata,

there.

We people at home have lost interest in 
pestilence. We have been spared long 
enough to forget. 
There is a group of diseases formerly 
important in the army and navy, but 
now well-nigh unknown there, that do 


diseases of a badly balanced diet. 

It is generally held that some cases of 
diabetes, Bright's disease, migraine, and 
perhaps other diseases are due to a badly 
balanced diet. It is not about these that 
I am writing. 

ina recent report to Surgeon Gen. Blue, 
Dr, Goldberger suggested that pellagra 
was due toan eccentric diet. This article 
concerns two diseases due, let us say, to 


‘eccentric diet. 


— 

Scurvy was originally much in evidence 
in armies and navies. In the old days 
of fortresses, walled cities, and long 
sieges, scurvy was of great consequence 
inthe army. In the old daysof wind pro- 
pelled men-o’-war and long cruises, 
scurvy was the curse of the navy. The 
English navy taught the government to 
have their sailors suck limes and scurvy 
disappeared from the navies. 

Scurvy is now a disease of the man at 
home. If it were a matter of out-and~<«out 
scurvy the subject would be scareely 
worth while. Few people have it and 
those few are so densely ignorant that 
they would not or could not read what 
was written.. But when it comes te minor 
scurvy conditions the story is different. 

A large propoition of the babies beceme 
somewhat scurvied before they get to be 
2 years old. A large proportion of the 
adults come out of the winter freezeup 
with a few mild scurvy symptoms. If it 
wore not for this, epring medicines would 
never have been heard of.

In two articles in a recent number of 
tne Journal of the American Medical As- 
suciation the diseases due to accentric eat- 
ing were given as follows: Scurvy, in- 
fantile scurvy, @uinea pig scurvy, rick- 
eta, beriberl, ship beriberi, and chicken 
weriberi. 

Dr, Darling, one of the writers, 414 not 
think pellagra should be put in the List. 
However, his studies were made among 
the laborers in the Rand compounds, and 
they do not have prellagra. Furthermore, 
he was considering pellagra solely in its 
relation to corn, and his atatement was 
that he did not think it due to eating meal, 
since the Rand miners ate cornmeal! and 
had no pellagra.

We have an idea that there is no beriberi 
in the United States, and there is not 
much. However, some has been discov- 
ered; probably more haz been overlooked. 
Dr. Little of St. Anthony’s, Newfound- 
land, says that of 5,000 patients treated 
in the dispensary of St. Anthony’s hos 
pital, 220 were suffering from beriberi.

Beriberi develops whenever men are 
kept for a long time on a poor diet. The 
largest food factor is polished rice. Most 
of the beriberi is among people who live 
almost altogether on poliahed rica, When 
some Of the husk of the rice is added, the 
disease declines. 

Next it was found that Newfoundland 
People, living almost exclusively on oat- 
meal, developed beriberi. Then came the 
@iscovery that living closely on milled 
flour tnduced the disease. 

In Newfoundland and Labrador the na- 
tives take their chickens into their huts 
for the winter. Confined in close coops 
and fed on patent flour bread and oatmeal, 
they become *‘ weak in the back "' and die. 
The natives say that, fed on white bread 
alone, the hens “ get leery and give up.”

The remedy is, of course, to vary the 
diet—to Increase the amount of meat and 
to decrease the amount of starch The 
special indication is to get more of the 
hulls into the offending article of diet, 
whether it be rice, wheat, or oata

Ldttle says it is easy enough to recognize 
beriberi in its “over forme,” but there 
is not much of the out and out beriberi. 
He suggests that ordinary neuritis, such 
ae true sciation and some of the other 
painful affections of the nerves, may be 
mild beriberi conditions, the result of eat- 
ing too much. starch, too little hulls or 
rougbege. In other words, they result 
from eccentric diets 

Ship beriberi appears usually among 
sallors making long voyages and lving 
principally on preserved, dried, and tinned 
foods and getting no fresh vegetables. 
The disease should aleo show iteelf among 
enowed-in miners and prospectors.

As Little said 
of beriberi, the near-scurvy conditions 
are much more important than the out- 
and-out scurvy. 

In infantile seurvy the baby becomes 
pale, ansmic, and has pains in his limbs. 

In extreme cases the bones may break 
away from the cartilage, for instance 
where the ribs join the breastbone and in 
the shaft of the femur. In these babies 
the arms and legs break when scarcely 
touched. The gums are swollen, but, as 
the teeth are coming through, this symp- 
tom is generally overlooked. 


— 
In rickets there is pain in the bones and 
joints and a tendency to sweat, especial- 
ly about the head. The bones are soft. 
The child old enough to walk and with 
muscles ready for walking tries to get 
about, His bones, too soft to carry the 
weight and muscle pull, bend out of the 
proper line. The legs bow out or curve 
in. The backbone curves improperly. 
More important are the changes in the 
shape of the chest, Bither the breast- 
bene is pushed to the front, or it falls 
up, causing funnel chest, or a row of 
knobs appear at the sides of the breast- 
bone, the Fickety rosary. In either event 
the lungsare compressed, misshapen, and 
develop improperly, and the vitality is 
permanently lowered.

The eccentricities of the diet tn these 
various conditions vary in certain de 
tails, but along general lines they agree. 
A rather general point of agreement is 
that overcooking is a cause. Darling 
snys that an important cause of rickets 
developing in babies is the eating of con- 
densed milk. Condensed milk is a much 
cooked food. One of the causes of infan- 
tlle scurvy is given as proprietary foods. 
These are cooked amd, some bold, over- 
cooked. 

One of Darling's summaries is as fol- 
lows: Experimental scurvy of guinea 
pigs—overcooked and unaccustomed diet; 
ship beriberi—preserved, dried, and tinned 
foods; chicken beriberi—feeding over- 
cooked food and wheat flour.

When it gomes to the food itself, aside 
from the method of preparation, the 
groups are alike, in that they are all 
eccentric, The cause of each is a food 
that is badly out of balance, kept up for 
a long time. But the details of the lack 
of balance differ.

In ordinary scurvy the man has been 
getting too much salt meat, dried meat, 
and canned stuff. The remedy ik to give 
kim an abundance of fresh stuff. Lemon- 
ade and lime juice stand at the head of 
the list of medicines for scurvy. Pota- 
toes, particularly new potatoes, run those 
juices a close race. Oranges and apples 
are good; cabbage, spinach, lettuce, tur- 
nips, carrots, parsnips, beets, onions, and 
celery are fine.

Scurvied people usually need tron. 
Those vegetables which carry a good 
deal of color-chiorophyll, such as spinach, 
lettuce, mustard, beet tops, turnip tops, 
radish tops, ¢abbage, and greens gener- 
ally, are about as serviceable as iron out 
of a bottle.

In beriberi the eccentricity consists in 
eating carbohydrates, such as bread and 
rice, which are rich in starch—the energy 
producer—and fairly rich in protein—the 
tissue builder—but which lack an essen- 
tial something called vitamine, which 
something is removed when the outside 
of the berry is polished clean. 

~~ 

The remedy is to feed the same foods, 
but to add to them a certain amount of 
the husks, shells, and chaff. It will be 
noted in each instance that the food con- 
sumed, when the disease developed was 
good food. 

The heavy meat meals, under which 
scurvy develops, when analyzed in the 
laboratory, are found to be rich in food 
elements. The polished rice and the 
white bread of beriberl, when ana- 
lyzed, make magnificent showings. The 
skimmed milk, which causes rickets, 
can likewise be defended. No single ele- 
ment in milk ig so valuable as the protein 
rergaining in skimmed milk. The thin 
milk given by the woman whose baby 
develops rickets contains a good quan- 
tity of protein. That which results in 
disease is the lack of balance of the food.

As a further consideration, the food is 
all right for a single meal or for a single 
day, evén for a single month. In order 
to have any one of these diseases develop 
from the food, it is necessary that it be 
continued without interruption for a con- 
siderable time.

To bring these doctrines to full fruition the German nation has made for 
iwo generations great efforts and sacrifices, perfecting and consolidating a 
military, naval, and social machine of stupendous power, the consciousness of 
which—to judge from demeanor and utterance—has filled all Germans with a 
sincere belief in their superiority to the rest of the world. 

Germany, moreover, has expanded commercially with a rapidity and suc- 
ess that might well turn the heads of any people. To sum up, the modern 
German state of mind is: We were handicapped by our late arrival. We have 
a racial and philosophic conviction that we have as much, even more, right 
than those who happened to arrive before us to world empire and world leader- 
ship, and though we have no wish to disturb peace, we cannot afford to let 
enything endanger the full preservation of our national prosperity or hinder 
the full realization of our national dreama. 
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I hope this is a fair statement of the German position and state of mind— 
a position and state of mind based, not on the usual quiet belief in their own 
eountry that all peoples feel, but on a frank assumption of national superiority, 
to be asserted at all costs. 

Take, for illustration, the saying, not of an emperor or military bureaucrat, 
not even of a professor, but of the leading German poet, Gerhardt Hauptmann: 
“Our victory will guarantee the perpetuation of the Teutonic races to the 
betterment of the world.” 

In a word, Germany is a throw back to the epoch before the ideas of inter- 
nationalism and democracy had established themselves; and so mighty and 
self-confident a throw back that she is in danger of dragging the whole world 
back with her to the point which in her present mood she believes to be the 
summit of the universe, a summit well left behind by the rest of the civilized 
world. 

The English position and state of mind is more complicated. England is 
a curious blend of aristocratic (not autocratic) and democratic feeling; a blend 
that absolutely c#nnot be understood by any one who has not lived the English 
fe from his birth up. England is, and always has been, extra European, 
something strange to the, other nations of FPurope. 

This and the fact that, politically, she’s the oldest and most settled western 
country, are the natural results of her being an island and having haf the 
chance to develop for centurtes at leisure, without foreign ‘interruption, and 
attain to a sort of commonsense live and let live plane of existence. She has 
long had everything she wants and cannot therefore claim any credit for not 
wishing to disturb the world. 

She is (because she has no reason to be anything else) fundamentally a 
peace lover. Jt is something of a rule (to which there are, of course, excep- 
tions) that only when the wellbeing of a man or nation ig guaranteed can one 
expect the altruistic sentiment to come into play. 

By the accident of her position England has been able to begin to feel 
sentiment in the matter of world politics, to assume a championship of peace, 
of little nations, of the sanctity of treaties. And these assumptions have in 
turn reacted on the English till they really have a feeling for the weak, for 
their pledged word, and so forth. 
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ever since we began building our fleet. Hypocrite! Treacherous hypocrite! ” 
That is the perfectly sincere belief of modern German thought. If I am 
any judge whatever, if I have a psychological insight at all into the life, 
thought, and feeling in my own country, I say unreservedly that this belief is / 
an entire misconception, not of every individual Englishman—by no means— 
but of the vast majority of Englishmen; that is to say, of collective modern 
British thought: and collective modern British thought does, in a way that 
Germans apparently cannot understand, govern British policy. 

Howeger unfavorable to England the circumstances or combinations might 
have been, I feel certain that England would have gone to war with Germany 
over the violation of that little country’s guaranteed neutrality and the foul 
blow it dealt to a friend. 

I say it, as a hater of war, a despiser of war—there was nothing else to do! 
A treaty is a treaty; honor is honor! Whatever our past, and, like all nations, 
we have done some pretty bad things, we do not now indorse this modern 
German philosophy: “ Might is right.”

There are many obvious reasons why we moderns love Italy, why the 
wanderer thinks first of this goal, It ig the seat of the oldest Christian church 
and the most powerful one. It contains almost all that has been left to us of 
the greatest empire the world has ever seen. It has been the scene of in- 
numerable conflicts, so that not a corner of its surface is without poignant 
memories. But it is not for such things that people flock to a country as they 
overrun Italy. Scholars and sentimentalists, the “cultured,” may care for 
historical remains, but not the artist, nor the globe trotter, the idler, in search 
of pleasant places in which to invite his soul. 
It is beauty that draws us thither and always will, like a subtle magnet, 
as long as life endures and men hunger for something more satisfying than 
mere existence. And beauty of an infinite variety Italy holds more abundantly 
than any other land. There are more of the “ wonders of the world” elsé 
where, grander mountains, larger rivers, bigger forests, bolder seacoasts; but 
nowhere else can such beautiful and harmonious nature be found as from the 
lakes beneath the Alps to the circling bay of Naples and southward even to 
the Sicilian shores. 
And this is not a savage nature, isolated, remote, but a nature so human- 
ized by the hand of man that the ghosts of its departed lovers seem to linger 
on in each spot. Its soil has been tilled to the rocky hilltops, even to the 
biack lava line of Vesuvius and Etna, and the fertile fields of today just cover 
lovingly the dead remains of a long past. Nowhere has man and his great 
mother earth been so intimately mingled. Small wonder, then, that men born 
in harsher lands have always hungered for Italy, which holds so much that 
we dream our earth should be in beauty and abundance. That would seem 
enough! 
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Bluntly—eo far as England is concerne4—it is this apposition of ideals 
which dragged us into the war. History will decide which of the two ideals 
is the more necessary to the future of civilized mankind, Civilization cannot 
advance on two planes at once; the one must yield to the other. It remains 
to be seen which will yield. 
This war is the first—may it be the last!—death struggle between these 
two main conceptions of national morality; one taking its rise in an autocrat- 
ically governed country, the other in a country that grows day by day more 
democratic; the one. based on naked self-expression, the other on the recogni- 
tion of others besides self. 
The Germans have qualities of which we English might be proud, fust as 
we have qualities of which we certainly think the Germans might he proud; 
but in so far at all events as world politics is concerned, the two peoples are 
heading in opposite directions. In Germany, at present, ends justify means: 
in England they do not. There never has been, and is not now, any way of 
reconciling these hostile states of mind; and now that they have come to 
grips, the one has to eat the other. 
In the eyes of modern Germany we are, apparently, a decadent people, 
riddled by liberty, sloth, sentiment, selfishness, and Pharisaism, and for all 
that dangerous, or we should not be so hated. In our eves the Germans have 
given their souls into the charge of a tyrannous machine, and have become 
thereby both domineering and servile, and made their government dangerous 
to the liberties of the world, 
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and abused as she has been, its still supremely rich.

He prepared 
for THe Trisuxw the following brief 
synopsis of the long report he sent to 
the imperial authorities in Berlin: 

“The following cities, together witb 
their art treasures and memorial, were 
visited and examined in Belgium by art 
experts of the imperial civil government: 

“ Idege, Huy, Namur, Mons, Louvain. 
Dinant, Malines, Saventhem, Nixelles, 
Ghrimbergen, Vilvoorde, Hal, Braine-le- 
Comte, and various #maller places. 

“At Liege the churches and works of 
art suffered no damage. All church 
treasures were left where they belonged 
under the protection of the clergy and the 
supervision of the German authorities. 
The museume are closed and guarded.

“When the railroad becomes involved 
in financial difficulties the same bankers 
work out the reorganization and ‘ adds 
to its duties of midwife alos the duties 
of undertaker.’ 

“The Clayton act is designed to break 
up this monopoly of credit and is a dis- 
tinct step in advance. If it should fall 
short of the perfect, as I think it might, 
then the time is not far off when govern- 
ment loans will be made to our trans- 
portation companies. 

“With the capital market competitive, 
I can find no serious danger in the rela- 
tionship of interlocking directorates, for 
with a free money market the dominat- 
ing position of the banker largely disap- 
pears, and he will become what he ougbt 
to be—an expert adviser on financial mat- 
ters. 


Cites Steel Trust Control, 

“Under the present system the smal] 
group of men which controls the Steel 
corporation, itself an owner of important 
railways, are directors in twenty-nine 
railway systems having 126,000 miles of 
line, more than half the railway mileage 
of the United States. The Steel corpora- 
tion is one of the heaviest shippers on 
these railways and the railways in turn 
are its most important customers. Mere- 
ly to describe this form of interlocking 
is a sufficient condemnation of it. 


. “ Generally speaking the powerful bank- 


ing interests have thrown their influence 
in the direction of railway efficiency and 
public advantage. But if ever they should 
get into the hands of unscrupulous men 
*the machinery is renay,’ and this con 
stitutes the menace.”

Princeton and to go about it by scoring 
early. That is, the Yale men believed 
their game could produce more points 
than Princeton's, and that notion swayed 
them.

F all the reigning families of Europe 
the Hapsburgs are the oldest and 
most degenerate. In no other royal 
house are there or have there been 
eo many lunatics, imbeciles, defect- 
ives, idiots, and immoral men and women. If 
ecme alienist-historian should set down the 
mental aberrations, the idiosyncrasies, the 
moral defects of this house in all its branches 
the result would be the most appalling rec- 
ord known to the history of the human race. 
This history would be the most terrible in- 
dictment of the intermarriage of royal per- 
sons and the most powerful argument pos- 
sible for eugeni¢s. % eS ae et. 4 
In these circumstandes it is little wonder 


that during their reigns. of +700 -yeare—the 


Hapsburgs have reproduced no statesman, 
unless it be Chaglés V., or any noteble niili- 
tary commander; they ‘have lost vast tracts 
of territory, their armies have been defeated 
by those of every continental power of any 
note; they have had their capital bedieged, 
captured, and sacked by foreign foes and na- 
tive mobs; they have seen’ revolutions in 
every part of their empire, and yet the 
house of Hapsburg still reigns. Plunged 
again and again in what to any other country 
would mean dismemberment and ruin, Aus- 
tria emergdés apparently with new life. In 
the memory of men now living how often 
have we heard it said that the dual empire 
was on the point of falling in pieces, that 
upon the slightest pretext Hungary, Bohemia, 
or some other integral part would revolt, and 
yet today we find the imperial army com- 
posed of men from every part of the empire 
fighting loyally for. their ruler! 

The cause of this will not here be dis- 
cussed. The greatest historians differ when 
speaking of the psychology of this country. 
Austria has more of the east in her than any 
other nation of Burope, not even excepting 
Russia. Her very name denotes it, and the 
character of her monarchs’ rule, as well as 
the fealty. of her people and their princes, 
carries the suggestion still: further. 

While’ in the; majority of other countries 
not°entirely despotic political welfare seems 
predicatéd upon some measure of democratic 
control: Austria maintains a position in that 
respect which is almost unique, an anachro- 
nism. When studying her the student must 
forget all his preconceived ideas of contem-~ 
porary politics and be prepared to consider 
the subject as something quite different from 
any which he has.yet encountered. “ Aus- 
tria,” wrote Krones, the historian, “is just 
Austria, a neutralization of various elements 
by and through the dynasty and the power of 
interests.” And that word dynasty explains 
@-great deal in the present case, for in no 
other country has the dynasty played so great 
@ part in its history as in Austria, in spite of 
the shortcomings, the incompetence, and the 
narrow mindedness of the rulers. 

With no settled policy, unless it be the 
firmly rooted idea of absolutism, the Haps- 
burgs have weathered all storms external or 
internal, now apparently giving way to this 
or that pressure, but yet never losing - their 
dynastic hold on the people. When they con- 
ciliate the Hungarians or Bohemians, the 
Croatians, or whoever may be on the point of 

revolt, it is only because conciliation answers 
“the dynastic aim. But when demands upon 
the throne become too persistent'the Haps- 
burg stoutly opposes thém.

In regard to the Guties and pleasures of the 
sovereign he wrote: ‘ Above all his inviolable 
maxim must always be that his sole being 
and his happiness and true pleasure cannot be 
Separated from the godd of the whole mon- 
archy.’ 

“ . »« + Had he lived he might have 
given the monarchy a lasting administrative 
framework and‘a definite unitary form. 
Tragic failure though his reign must be 
deemed, it served to illustrate, while it 


dasted, the driving power of the Hapsburg 


crown and to prove the thesis, which the 
reign of Francis Joseph has amply demon- 
strated, that notwithstanding mistakes and 
mishaps stich as would discredit any wun- 
crowned administrator or statesman, the head 
of the Hapsburg dynasty possesses in virtue 
of his functions and position an almost in- 
exhaustible influence and invulnerable pres- 
tige.” 

There is not in the space of a newspaper 
Page enough room to detail, interesting as it 
might be to a student, the origin of this an- 
cient house or to chronicle its annals and 
genealogy through all the reigns of the Ru- 
dolphs, the Albrechts, and the Tyrolese, the 
Wittelsbach, and Styrian lines. The reign of 
Charles V., brilliant as it was in military and 


. diplomatic achievements, must be left to the 


historians, and even the terms of his suc- 
cessors, some of them truculent, some imbe- 
cile, oppressors of freemen and suppressors 
of religion, must likewise be passed over. 

In the light of the present purpose this ar- 
ticle cannot go back of Maria Theresa, and 
even. of her weican only say that, the daugh- 
ter of Charles VI.,:she came to the throne as 


, the bride of Francis Stephen, Duke of Lor- 
’ Taine, thug founding the house of Hapsburg- 


Lorraine, from which all subsequent rulers of 
Austria and Austria-Hungary have -deacend- 
ed. As she had no brothers, her father 
caused a new law of succession to be promul- 
gated vesting the crown in his daughter. 

Her. reign was. one of -bloody wars with 
Prussia,. France, the Turks, and others, but 
between these she did much to reorganize her 
army and to introduce reforms in her do- 
mains. She was despoiled of territory, re- 
gained much of it at great cost to her sol- 
diers, and at the close of the seven years 
war with Frederick the Great she virtually 
resigned her power to her son, Joseph II. 

He was 40 years old when he ascended the 
throne in 1780. Something has already been 
eaid here about him. He had a pleasing man- 
ner, but was overconfident in his powers. 
Taking his cue from the king of Prussia, 
whom he greatly admired, he put the army on 
a new footing. giving it something more of 
system than it ever before had. “ With the 
idea of unifying his empire,” says Sidney 
Whitman, “ he tried to abolish all distinctions 
of religion, language, and manners. He abol- 
ished the Latin and Hungarian tongues, re- 
placing them with German. His ambition 
was to have one central administration to 
control all the many and diverse nationalities 
and districts of his realm.” He even’ de- 
prived the pope of a great part of his power 
in Austria. 

* 


Loses Netherlands in Revolt. 

In foreign affairs he was soon at logger- 
heads with his neighbors, and on Frederick's 
death he found Great Britain in league with 
Prussia. He was worsted by the Turks, but 
when he afterward defeated them he discov- 
ered his Netherland provinces and Hungary 
in’ revolt. “The former he lost. Their mis- 
management by Austrid-especially under Jo- 
seph’s rule was such as to bring on a revolu- 
tion which resulted in the formation of the 
Belgic confederation in 1790, the year of his 
death. 

Having no children, the crown went to his 
brother, Leopold IL, who ascended the 
throne, as nearly every Hapsburger has done, 
amid foreign ware and internal dissensions. 
He quieted the latter by concessions, reforms, 
and edicts of toleration. He regained the 
Netherlands by force of arms in 1790, but he 
died two years later, at the beginning of the 
French revolution, after trying in vain tp 
save the person and throne of his brother-in- 
law, Louis XVI. Like the other rulers of 
Burope, he was alarmed at but could not 
understand the revolution. Thoroughly in- 
trenched in absolutism, he was incapable of 
understanding or conceding the demands of 
the people. 

‘The futtre emperor was Leopold’s son, 
Francis Il. a yourg man of 25. He is de- 


scribed at that time as. naturally timid and 


showing .traces of the influence of women. 
“In later Mfe, however, 
he manifested a coldness and utter want of 
sensibility and feeling.” Even after the 
awful ‘battle of Wagram he maintained an 
attitude of stoic indifference. His coronation 
was almost immediately followed by a decla- 
ration of war by France. In this the Aus- 
trians and Prussians were. successful, after 
which Francis coolly assisted at another per- 
tition of Poland between Russia and Prussia, 
although his own country got no benefit from 
the division. 

The French revolutionists revenged them- 


selves by beheading his aunt and administer- 


ing a severe defeat to his army, while the 
Prussians, whom he had tacitly helped in Po- 
land, refused to give him the rights he cov- 
eted in Alsace and Lorraine. He likewise 
lost the Netherlands to the French, and from 
then on was.to experience defeat after defeat, 
not to mention humiliation, at the hands of 
Napoleon. Not only did Francis lose prestige 
through these events, but his empire lost its 
hold on Venice and adjacent countries. Worse 
than that, twelve German states signed with 
Napoleon a treaty establishing the Confeder- 
ation of the Rhine. This left Francis nothing 
to do but to resign as head of the Holy 
Roman empire, which thereupon came to an 
end, From then on he was Francis I. of 
Austria. . 

He was later to experience the captyre of 
his capital by Napoleon and to suffer further 
crushing defeats. These were followed by 
the loss of great territories to France, Rus- 
sia, Saxony, and the Rhine confederation. It 
did not seem as though the country could be 
crushed lower in the dust. To cap all, Na- 
poleon demanded as his wife the daughter of 
Francis, and got her. Some of this territory 
War, regained when Napoleon was defeated 
and compelled to go to Hilba, and after Water- 
loo Austria emerged, as she had done before 
and has done since, scarred, but with her 
colors triumphant and her dynasty preserved.

Absolutism at Its Worst. 


Francis improved his foreign affairs ‘by 
taking as his second wife a Bavarian prin- 
cess, and he set in motion financjal.anill other 
reforms which did much to restore prosperity, 
From this time on, however, hé had to con- 


tend with serious trouble in bis Italian prov- : 


inces. There the spirit of freedom Planted by 
revolutions in France, Spain, and elsewhere 
broke out in revolt against Austrian oppres- 
sion. Under the guidance of Metternich, the 
chancellor of Francis, Austria in all of its 
territory was subjected to the tyranny of ab- 
solutism at its worst. Universities were 
either suppressed or so curbed in their teach- 
ing as to be a travesty on educational insti- 
tutions. Freedom of speech or of the press 
did not exist. 

The finest minds of Austria and Italy were 
on the side of the people, but: wherever a 
voice was raised for popular will the speaker 
was put in prison. Dungeons in Hungary, 
Bohemia, Venice, Tuscany, Lombardy, Na- 
ples, and other states were crowded with men 
who dared by speech or printed matter to 
champion the popular cause by denouncing 
oppression. Punishment did not end with im- 
prisonment. The scaffold claimed thousands. 

Revolutions when they occurred were put 
down with ruthless slaughter. The spies of 
Metternich were everywhere. Process of law 
was not resorted to. It was useless to appeal 
to judges. They were the creatures of the 
chancellor. No one was allowed to leave the 
empire without permission. Visitors were 
subjected to such indignities that they be- 
came fewer and fewer. Distinguished men 
and women from other lands were ordered. out 
like criminals. Debatesin the diets and cham- 
bers could not be published, and in all of 
Austria, with its 23,000,000 population, only 
thirty. newspapers were allowed to circulate, 
and those were strictly under the pencil of 
the censor. . 

In 1835 the Emperor Francis I. died and his 
eldest son, Ferdinand I., succeeded him, in- 
heriting with the empire Metternich and all 
the evil which his policy meant. He was a 
weak man, lacking. decision, narrow and big- 
oted, although generally credited with good 
personal intentions. One of the first events 
of his reign and one of the most discreditable 
was the absorption of the free state of Cra- 
cow. The revolt of Hungary and the héroic 
struggles of the patriots under Kossuth and 
Deak, which are now matters of history, were 
all the outcome of the absolute rule of Ferdi- 
nand, guided by the evil genius of Austria, 
Metternich. The revolution of 1848 deposed 
the emperor and sent his chief adviser in 
flight, from which he never returned. Ferdi- 
nend resigned in favor of his nephew, Francis 
Joseph Il., the present ruler. 


Countess Karolyi’s. Curse. 

If the Hungarjans love Francis Joseph, as 
has been alleged, they must have short mem- 
ories to forget the cruelties he allowed in 
putting down the last rebellion“ the butch- 
ery akin to that. ofthe white terror in 
France, but worse—a blood bath which scan- 
were turned loose on Hungarian towns with 


a free hand to loot and ravish. . . «. Mem- 


bers of the great Hungarian’ houses were pub- 


the sultan had to protest against what was 
going on in Hungary. Among those so pun- 
ished was Louis Batthany, whose grand- 
father had saved Maria Theresa. The widow 
made a son, Elemar, swear never to recognize 
Francis Joseph, and he kept his word, making 
love, however, ta the empress when the em- 
peror was not present. The emperor refused 
clemency in the case of Hungarians, and 
some of that nation never forgave him. The 


Countess Karolyi cursed him with these 
words: 

May heaven and hell blast his happiness! 
May his family le exterminated! May he be 
smitten in the persons of those he loves! May 
hie life be wrecked and may his children be 
brought to ruin! ” 

How that curse has been fulfilled this ar- 
ticle miay show. 

Soon after the butchery of the Hungarian 
patriots Francis Joseph attempted to make 
amends. He released about 2,000 prisoners 
who Were rotting in dungeons, but it was not 
till the second generation of Hungarians ap- 
peared that his name was not anathema in 
that country. ' 

“ The attitude frequently taken up by Fran- 
cis Joseph toward the administrative oppres- 
sion of various sections of his subjects,” 
again to quote Mr. Steed, “ constitutes a hard 
psychological problem. While personally un- 
selfish, generous, and ever ready to redress & 
private injury or to alleviate private distress, 
Francis Joseph, as a ruler, has often seemed 
callous to the point of cyniciam and *‘ consti- 
tutional’ to the point of ‘injustice. Provided 
that a minister obtained for him the ‘ neces- 
sities of the state’ in the form of money and: 
recruits, he appeared to care little how heav- 
ily the policy of the minister might press in 
other respects upon whole. sections of loyal 
subjects. Indeed, the bearing of Francis Jo- 
seph has sometimes resembled that of the 
landlord who ignores the petty tyranny exer- 
cised by his éstate agent and dismisses the 
agent only when revenue falls off or disturb- 
ances occur. Francis Joseph has rarely bor- 
rowed trouble or insisted that the political 
action of his ministers must conform to pri- 
vate ethical standards. 

“Thus, even at the risk of estranging im- 
portant races like the Rumanes of Transyl- 
vania, he tolerated the Magyarizing tactics 
of Tisza and of subsequent Hungarian pre- 
Miers, and showed indifference toward the 
employment of corruption and pressure as 
means of government while prowinces like 
Croatia were being driven to the verge of re- 
volt. . . . Deep in his mind there has al- 
ways lain a semi-fatalistic, semi-religious 
belief that all things must ultimately work 
together for the good of the divinely ap- 
pointed head of the dynasty, and that in 
meeting.the necessities of the hour the mon- 
arch’s path need not diverge too widely from 
the line of least resistance. | 

“ Hapsburg policy is exalted opportunism in 
the pursuit of an unchanging dynastic idea. 
No influence, be it that of a statesman, a 
party, or a race, is ever suffered long to pre- 
vail over the influence,of the crown. Hence 
perhaps the Hapsburg reputation for ingrati- 
tude, a reputation well earned according to 
normal standards, but one which must strike 
the Hapsburgs themselves as singularly un- 
just. Why should the Hapsburgs be grate- 
ful? Their statesmen, their officials are their 
servants, whose duty it is to obey, to execute 
orders, to offer advice, and to disappear when 
their period of usefulness is over. Is it not 
enough that they should have been allowed to 
collaborate in the fulfillment of the great 
dynastic purpose? The Emperor Francis, to 
whom a man was once recommended as a 
patriot, remarked: ‘They call him a patriot 
for Austria, but is he also a patriot for me? 

“ Among the scores of ministers and states- 
men who have served Francis Joseph few re- 
tired without feeling that they had been mere 
pawns in a dynastic game of which they 
might guess the rules but could not control 
the moves. Titles and decorations were lav- 
ished upon them while in office, . . . but 
after retirement they disappeared into the 
twilight and were heard of no more. 
; . Public servants must ever be ready to 
subordinate their conceptions of patriotism 
and political dignity to exigencies of the 
dynastic patriotism represented by the will 
of the crown. They must be ‘patriots 
for me.’”

Family Classed as Imbeciles. 
fm no other reigning family is the mental 
and moral degeneracy which comes to royalty 
through inbreeding, idleness, and surrender

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to base passions so notable as in the Haps- 
burgs. Besides identical physical traits, their 
mental characteristics also bear a striking 
resembiance. Among the members there has 
been insanity, eccentricity, hallucination, and 
aberration in various forms. Bismarck's con- 


temptuous reference to “ the idiot archdukes " 
was not greatly exaggerated. The Hapsburgs — 
have done other things. Morganatic mar- 


riages have been frequent among them. They 
have becomé recluses, they have disappeared, 
have eloped, and have scandalized European 
court society, not easily shocked. The Haps- 
burg closets have skeletons enough to stock 
all the anatomical schools in Christendom. 
So strikingly does the family illustrate the 
degeneracy of royal relationship that at leagt 
two scientific works have been written upon 
them from this point of view. 

Aside from actual weakness of character, as 
in the case of several who refused their right 
of succession, there was much actual wicked- 
ness and double dealing in the family, as in 
the instance of Francis II., who provided a 
lover for his daughter, so she might break 
with her husband, Napoleon; as in the Span- 
ish line of Hapsburgs, which included luna- 
tics, homicidal maniacs, imbeciles, and reli- 
gious fanatics: as in the Wittelsbach branch 
of ‘thé family; including the mad Kings of 
Bavaria. If one examines portraits of the 
Austrian, Bavarian, Spanish, and Portuguese 
Hapsburgs a striking resemblance will be 
found in them, the heavy jaw and the pro- 
truding lips, resemblances which call to mind 
mental distortions which run through all 
branches of the family. 

The Karolyi curse began to’ work when the 
emperor married the Princess Blizabeth of 
Bavaria, for this was the union of two houses 
both cursed by insanity. Two persons more 
unsuited to wed Gould not be imagined. He, 
taciturn, moody, lacking in imagination; she, 
young, beautiful, “a madcap princess,” full 
of life, aspiration, expression, dreams, witha 
poetic imind and great courage. And they 
were married. From the first it was plain to 
all that she was a bitterly disappointed, a 
heart broken woman. ; 

The conventions of the dull and stupid 
Viennese court bored the young empress, and 
the dignitaries were shocked at her disregard 
for céremonies and by her democratic bear- 
ing. Her mother-in-law was particularly hard 
oh her. and she soon influenced her son 
against his bride. Blizabeth’s health was not 
the best, and she went to Madeira to improve 
it. Spies came back with stories of miscon- 
duct which her friends said were inventions, 
but when she returned she found the emperor 
colder than ever and the court turned against 
her. 

There is a story, too, about her infatuation 
for an Englishmah at court. The Countess 
Marie Larisch, who tells of this, was her con- 
fidante, and she also repeats an allegory said 
to have been told her by the empress, which, 
if it was an allegory, was no less than a con- 
fession that Crown Prince Rudolph was not 
the emperor's son, 

At any rate, Elizabeth sought distraction 
for her restlessfhess. She made long journeys 
to remote countries. She rode horseback 
alone over mountains and through forests. 
She was superb in the saddle, and she grati- 
fied herself whenever there was fox or other 
hunting. She foliowed the hounds in Ger- 
many, in the Tyrol, in Scandinavia, in Ire- 
land, outdistancing all other hunters and 
stopping neither for streams, stones, nor 
fences. In similar way her kinsman, the mad 
Ludwig II. of Bavaria, would ride at mid- 
night in his coach furiously through the Mu- 
nich streets. She sought distraction for her 
loneliness, and never found it.

Emperor Meets Frau Schratt. 


It must not be supposed that the emperor 
did not seek his own distractions. One of 
these came after several experiments with 
others. Twenty-nine years ago the empress, 
going off for a long journey, is said, accord- 
ing to the Countess Larisch, to have provided 
herself with an understudy. She caused to be 
introduced to the emperor an actress of the 
Burg theater, Katrina Schratt, popularly 
known as Katti. If this is true, the emperor 
must have thanked her many times, for he 
and Katti have been almost constant compan- 
ions ever since. 

Frau Schratt is a comely but not handsome 
woman; none of the Hapsburgs affinities are 
handsome. Her husband is provided with a 
small bureau job, always far enough away 
to be comfortable to his wife. The liaison is 
so wel) known that all Austria jokes about it, 
and the Archduke Leopold once addressed 
him as Herr Schratt. It is related in Mr. 
Gribble’s lively book that on one occasion 
when the emperor had stayed later at Frau 
Schratt’s than he had intended to, he knocked 
Over some furniture while trying to make his 
way out in the dark. The cook rushed in, 
and, seeing a man, began to scream, where- 
upon Francis Joseph said: “ Don’t you see I 
am the emperor, you silly woman?’ The 
cook thereat fell on her knees and started 
singing, “God save Francis the kaiser.” 
When the emperor’s daughters objected to 
Frau Schratt she went away for a time, 
whereupon, Mr. Gribble says, some wag in- 
serted a “personal” in a Vienna newspaper 
reading: “ Katti, come back to your sorrow- 
ing Franz.” 

The Karolyi curse was still further to be 
fulfilled. The emperor's brother, the Arch- 
duke Maximilian, was allowed to renouffce 
his rights as a Hapsburg and to be beguiled 
by Napoleon III. to go out as emperor of 
Mexico. This chimerical project ended in 
utter failure and the execution of Maximilian 
by the Mexicans. His wife, Charlotte, the 
daughter of the king of the Belgians, went 


insane over the tragedy and never recovered 


her reason. 

The curse was further carried out in the 
insanity of Ludwig II. of Bavaria, the em- 
peror’s cousin. He had been engaged to Eliz- 
abeth’s sister, but broke the engagement 
when he heard she had had an affair with his 
master of horse. She afterward married the 
Duke @’Alencon, but when she asked for a 
divorce in order to marry a doctor it was 
discovered that she was mad, so they put her 
in an asylum at Graetz, where she had the 
company of several other royal lunatics. She 
afterward lost her life by fire in Paris. Lud- 
Wig’s madne’s was of so many varieties that 
it deserves a special story. He finally eluded 
his keepers and jumped in the lake and was 
érowned. 

’The Empress Elizabeth had always be- 
lieved him perfectly sane, and she is said to 
have stood by his body saying: 

“Leave the king here! Leave him in his 
mortuary chapel! He is not dead. He is 
only pretending to be dead in order that he 
may be left in peace and that no one may 
torture him any more.” 

The curse continued. The Archdiichess 
Elizabeth set fire to her dress with a cigaret

But the curse fell heaviest upon Francis 


Joseph and Blizabeth when their only son, 


the Crown Prince RuGolph, was cruelly done 
to death. When he was christened the wise- 
acres shook their heads... No Hapsburgs had 
been so called for 500 years, and before that 
time they had died young. As he grew up he 
appeared to be more Wittelabach than Haps- 
burg. He waa dréamy, but more artistic than 
his father's family.. He even wrote—s0 had 
his uncle, the unfortunate Maximilian—bad 
poetry. But when Rudolph wrote he tried 
to do something which would count. He hed 


net, of course, escaped the family curse. In 


him, too, the degenerate virus was working. 
As his education went on he developed a lik- 
ing for the fine arts and he gratified this on 
many occasions. . 

At that time William II. had not developed 
his craze for patronizing such things, and on 
one occasion he spoke contemptutously to 
Rudolph, whom he hated and who hated him. 
of the crown prince's fad, saying: 

“Nonsense of that sort is unworthy of a 
soldier and a-crown prince.” 

Without a second’s hesitation came the 
retort: ; 

“There is only one thing. which is un- 
worthy of a crown prince, and that is to 
aspire to the throne during his father’s life- 
time.” . 

This shot, which hit the mark, did not in- 
crease the good feeling between the speakers. 
Rudolph hated the German government, 
Kaiser, and. Bismarck as well. Like most 
heirs apparent, he was not satisfied with his 
fathet’s ag@ministration. He was angry that 
Francis Joseph had let himself be tricked by 
Bismarck into the war of 1866. He thought 
the peace his father had signed was disgrace- 
ful. He saw through Bismarck's plotting to 
s@parate the South German states from the 
sympathy of Austria, and it became the pas- 
sion of hi# life to stir up feeling in the whole 
empire against Germany. 

He even wrote anonymous pamphiets 
against Germany exposing the latter's de- 
signs. He started a journal, the “ Black and 
Yellow.” He was as popular with the Austfo- 
Hungirians as was his mother—as popular as 
his father was unpopular. There are con- 
flicting stories about his intentions. Countess 
Larisch intimates that he was engaged in a 
political plot to divide the empire and to have 


’ himself crowned king of Hungary. She brings 


forward no proof to that effect. 

His friends, on the other hand, profess to 
believe that while he was unfavorable to his 
father’s policy he was at heart a true patriot. 
They say he had educated himself in polit- 
ical theories; that he was a disciple of Marz, 
and was a liberal in his views—something 
unheard of in Hapsburg histery. But espe- 
clally he hated Prussia and the alliance Bis- 
marck had got his father into. Of this he 
wrote in “ Black and Yellow,” “Some day a 
wiser policy will unmake it.” Writing of 
Germany, he said: “It will soon be neces- 
sary to oppose to this n@éw, ambitious house, 
already grown too great, an alliance between 
the law abiding, peace loving nations.” These 
sentiments, his friends say, enraged Bis- 
marck, who set his spies to put Rudolph out 
of the way.

Prince Meets Violent Death. 


Rudolph, like all the Hapsburgs, was pleas- 
ure loving. He had many affairs with wom- 
en. His wife, Stephanie of Belgium, was a 
plain, homekeeping princess with whom Ru- 
dolph had little in common. The Rudolphians 
say that Bismarck was plotting to dismem- 
ber the Austrian empire; that he had his epies 
in every corner of it, and that it was these 
spies who made use of Rudolph’s amours to 
do away with him. 

Philip of Coburg, a cousin of Rudolph, was 
in the conspiracy. Count Hogos was another. 
They were cronies of the crown prince. Bis- 
marck’s pay had corrupted them, and it didn’t 
have to do much in that direction. With 
them was a Vienna reporter who called him- 
self Von Weilen, Rudolph’s sweetheart was 
Mary Vetsera, the daughter of a’ baroness 
who had money but no very good position. 
The mother was known as La Baronne Cardi- 
nal, which may account both for the money 
and the lack of position. Countess Larisch 
says the baroness was avaricious and quite 
unscrupulous as to her daughters, particu- 
larly Mary. ; 

At any vate, at a time when Rudolph should 
have been at his father’s palace for a family 
dinner he rode out in a cab to Meyerling, his 
hunting lodge near Vienna, driven by a cab- 
man known by the nickname of Catfish. He 
had been induced to go there by Philip of 
Coburg and Count Hogos. They appeared at 
the lodge afterward with Baltagszi, the uncle 
of Mary. The latter was called in by Ru- 
dolph and the doors closed. Rudolph was 
never again seen alive. 

The dead bodies of Rudolph and Mary Vet- 
sera were found next morning. She had been 
shot through the heart. The ¢rown prince 
had been stabbed to death and terribly beaten 
and stamped. His head was crushed in and 
fragments of glass were fotind in the wound. 
Baltazzi, shot through the lung, died a few 
days after in Baden, 

It was given out that the crown prince and 
the woman had committed suicide, and letters 
signed by them, but said to Be forged, were 
produced. “Catfish” disappeared and died a 
few years afterward in New York. The oth- 
ers faded away. There was a royal funeral, 
and another stage of the Karolyi curse had 
come to pass.

Elizabeth Next Victim. 

It next was Elizabeth's turn. This poor, 
broken woman, a shadow of her former beau- 
ty, wandered about like an unlaid ghost. She 
stayed much at Corfu, her island regort, com- 
forting herself with her memories, reading 
Heine, smoking her eternal cigarets, and con- 
fiding in her beloved Greek tutor. It is sald 
that a few days before her death she told him 
of a warning she had recefved trom a Hun- 
garian—a warning that she Was to be assassi- 
nated. She tossed the letter in the fire. She 
was not afraid to die, she said. Three days 
later the Italian Luccheni slew her. It was 
said that he had been paid to do so. 

A lesser fulfillment of thé curse was that 
which concerned the Archduke John Salvator. 
He also had the artistic temperament, He 
aspited to be noted not only aga soldier and 
@ sailor but also as a composer of music. He 
wrote a waltz and a ballet. Hig activities as 
a writer got him into trouble, for he criti- 
cised the Austrian army organisation. They 
say he was right, but that did not prevent 
the emperor from sending him to Atistrian 
Poland. This did not cure him, for he wrote 
from there that the fortresses were no good, 


‘and was pureed te death. The Archduke 
Ladisias was killed while hunting, and the 
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He even lectured on the subject, and it be- 
came so embarrassing that he was sent some 
place else. Then he espoused the Hungarian 
rebellion and aspired to the Bulgarian throne. 

Countess Larisch intimates that he was 
concerned with Rudolph in the alleged plot 
to seize the crown of Hungary. He told her, 
she says, that he was “ going to die without 
dying.” He retired from court. One day he 
went back and told the emperor that he 
would thereafter be known as John Orth and 
that he would leave the country. He was 
told that he would be arrested if he ever re- 
turned. He left the next day with Milly 
Stiibel, his ballet girl friend. 

He set sall in the Sainte-Marguerite, Capt. 
Hodich, for South America. He wrote briefly 
once. Since then it has never been definitely 
determined where he went or whether or wot 
he is alive. Like the Flying Dutchman word 
comes every few years that he has been seen 
on this or that sea. The last was that he 
was working as a mechanic in the United 
States. Countess Larisch and Princess Louise 
believe that he is still alive and that he will 
yet appear in Austria. 

Charles Louis, a brother of the emperor, is 
said to have been “a fat, brutish man” 
beat his wife, she being in love with her 
chamberlain. This Archduke Charles Louis, 
who was finally declared to be “ mentally ir- 
responsible,” was the father of the late helr, 
Franz Ferdinand, and of the Archduke Otto, 
an eccentric lunatic, whose son, Charles Fran- 
cis Joseph, is the present heir apparent. One 
of Otto’s favorite diversions was to stop fu- 
nerals in the street and jump his horse over 
the coffin. On one occasion he went into a 
restaurant, took off everything but his cap, 
sword, belt, and gloves, and danced for the 
benefit of the onlookers. Gribble says Otto 
covered the emperor's bust with cooked 
spinach one day, and that he was horse- 
whipped by a woman at a cycle race. The 
emperor thanked an officer who drew his 
sword to prevent Otto from offering indigni- 
ties to the archduchess in her bedchamber 
before a lot of drunken companions he had 
brought there at night. Otto died of his 
debaucheries. 

Two archdukes there are against whom 
nothing can be said: Rainer, a second cousin 
of the emperor, and Joseph, another cousin. 
The former is a doctor of philosophy, the 
head of the academy of sciences, and a noted 
orientalist. The latter, Gribble says, is a 
man of learning and a man of business. 

Franz Ferdinand, the emperor's nephew, 
heir apparent, and brother of the notorious 
Otto, was the latest victim of the curse. A 
Servian assassin got him last June in Bosnia. 
This act was the final straw which brought 
on the war. He was a taciturn man, not at 
all popular. A good soldier, a fanatical abso- 


-lutist and religionist, he would not have had 


his uncle’s tact in managing the dual empire. 

He was to have been married to the Arch- 
duchess Isabella, but instead he married mor- 
ganatically ‘the Countess Sophie Chotek, aft- 
erward created Duchess of Hohenberg. This 
Sreatly angered the emperor, as their son 
could not succeed to the throne, but he be- 
came reconciled to the union.

Louise a Royal Derelict. 

Princess Louise of Saxony and also of Tus- 
cany has, with her brother, Archduke Leopold 
Ferdinand, created enough scandal in the 
courts of Europe to shame any royal house 
not so used t» insanity, eccentricities, and 
misconduct as the Hapsburgs. Not. content 
with the reputation her characteristics 
brought her, she wrote a book of resin’ 
cences which two courts tried fn vain & 
press. She inherits madness not only from 
her Hapsburg father but the equally tainted 
family of her Bourbon mother.

arrangement with her son's tutor, to whom 
she wrote to come to Switzerland “ to compro- 
mise” her. This was for the purpose of 
getting the crown prince to divorce her, It 
attained its object. Later she eloped with 
Sig. Tosetti, a pianist, whom she married. 
She has left him, but the marriage has 
not been dissolved. She is a royal dere- 
lict, disowned by three courts, sued by cred- 
itors everywhere, watched by the police. She 
drifts from one capital to another, she who 
might now have been a queen, frequenting 
cheap restaurants; whose waiters she pays 
with a smile. 

Her brother, Leopold Ferdinand, equally 
eccentric, renounced his Hapsburg preten- 
sions and took the name Herr Wulfling, re- 
signing his army commission and emolu- 
ments. He broke his engagement with the 
daughter of Don Carlos and married an act- 
ress, Wilhelmina Adamovics, daughter of a 
small postal official. It was he who when 
rebuked by Francis Joseph said: 

“TIT hear what you say, sir, but I fail to see 
why I should pay any attention to it. If 
there is a mote In my eye there is a beam in 
yours. When you speak of such mattelihg do 
not regard you as the emperor of Austria—I 
merely regard you as Herr Schratt.” 

The Adamovics woman induced “Herr 
Wulfling” to lead the simple life. They re- 
verted to the days of Eden, and, attired in 
the costumes of their original ancestors, spent 
most of their time in trees eating nuts. Even 
Sister Louise drew the line at tuat. “Herr 
Wulfling” at last became convinced that this 
wouldn't do, so he divorced his wife, moved to 
Switzerland, married a Swiss woman, and 
settled down as a quiet citizen.

caused to doubt the wiedom of his reaction 
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ary counselors; the semi-constitutional em- 
peror of 1860-'65; the dual monarch of 1870- 
‘71; and finally the constitutional king of 
Hungary and the constitutionally absolutist 
emperor of Austria, working from dawn to 
dark as one dynastic person in pursuit of a 
perennial dynastic aim, has acquired 
by experience the feeling that systems were 
made for the moment and for the public men 
who seek to apply them, but that the mon- 
archical function is more than they. 

“It may be doubted if he ever sanctioned 
any project or policy of home affairs without 
having considered two or more alternatives. 
Hence his vacillation, opportunism, and ap- 
parent inconsistency.” 

A Hungarian writer of today has said: 

“Fate has often given the Hapsburgs do- 
minion over countries during critical periods, 
but no Hapsburg was ever enddwed with the 
political genius needed for such a mission, 
and no statesman could ever gain their confi- 
dence. The words of genius have ever found 
deaf ears among the Hapsburgs, or if those 
rulers ever paid heed it was only when some 
great catastrophe had shaken their power. 

“The nineteenth century, with its enor- 
mous intellectual and economic progress, and 
above all with its revival of the spirit of 
nationality, gave birth to the nations of the 
west—the German empire, the Italian king- 
dom, Belgium, and Holland. These countries 
wholly or in part had once belonged to the 
Hapsburgs, but that dynasty could not hear 
the call of the new era; they did not recog- 
nize the elemental strength of the process 
going on before their very eyes, the process 
of crystallization into nations, and therefore 
in those countries new dynasties gained the 
throne, and, identifying themselves with their 
people, created great political powers. 


Ancient Policy Unchanged. 

“The net result of the Hapsburgs' policy of 
the last four centuries has been the entire 
loss of their territories in western Europe 
and the critical state of their eastern domin- 
fons. In this time they have fulfilled no be- 
neficent mission, but have ever stood in the 
way of all natural and peaceful evolution. 
With the establishment of the united and 
Vigorous states in the west, the political 
roads in that direction were closed to the 
Hapsburgs forever. The 


“The ancient policy of the Hapsburgs has 
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not changed; even now they consider the 
countries under their rule as a tabula rosa, 
and, placing the organized power of the state 
in opposition to the natural strength of the 
nation, they try to maintain the fiction of aa 
empire, one in language and government, 
fashioned after western models, there where 
all the racial, linguistic, geographical, and 
historical conditions needed for such an em- 
pire are lacking. . 

“The true mission of Hapsburgs, to create 
a strong confederation of the middle Danube, 
has been defeated by the methods they em- 
plcyed, which were hopelessly unsuited to the 
actual situation and inconsistent with the 
real distribution of power. This has led to 
decay instead af prosperity. The eleventh 
hour: has struck; unless they show them- 
selves leaders of their peoples along the line 
of their natural development Hungary or 
some other will have to assume the burden of 
political leadership.” 

But of all the criminal marriages, from a 
eugenic standpoint, in which the Hapsburges 
have indulged, none is more to be condemned 
than that of the present heir apparent, Arch- 
duke Charles Francis Joseph, the grand- 
nephew of the old emperor. This young man, 
the grandson of the “ mentally irresponsible” 
Archduke Charles Louis, and the son of the 
lunatic Archduke Otto, was married to his 
cousin Zita of the Bourbon-Parma branch of 
the family, a branch literally bent under its 
weight of idiots and insane members. 

Princess Zita is the twelfth child of a fam- 
ily of twenty, of which eighteen are imbe- 
ciles or idiots. She and her step-brother, 
Helie, are the only children who appear to be 
normal. His mother was Maria Pia, of Bour- 
bon-Sicily. Her mother is the Dowager 
Duchess of Parma, Maria Antonia, the young- 
est of the six Braganza princesses and aunt 
of Dom Miguel of Braganza. Of the eight 
children by the late Maria Pja of Bourbon- 
Sicily, Henry, the eldest, is 38 years old. He 
has been insane from birth, hopelessly £0. 
The six children following him were likewise 
insane. 

Zita’s eldest sister, Princess Adelaide, was 
insane from her birth, until she was 20. 
During a period of sanity she entered a con- 
vent. The ninth, tenth, and eleventh chil- 
dren, two boys and a girl, were born insane. 
May 9, 1892, Zita was born. As I have said, 
she has not exhibited any abnormal or sub- 
normal traits. All those who have followed 
her are said to be completely insane. Prin- 
cess Maria Immaculata thinks she is Marie 
Antoinette, and carries a cabbage about, 
showing it to people and saying that it is her 
head, which she lost during the French revo- 
lution. Another Princess Louise is “ The Em- 
press Theodora.” Prince Henry calls Limself 
“the grand prince of storks.” 


Such is the hertiage of the Archduke 
Charles Francis Joseph and his wife, Prin- 
cess Zita of Bourbon-Parma. This is the heir 
apparent of the Austrian throne and the wife 
who is bearing children for him. Out of this 
union of insanity, even to the third and 
fourth generation, is to come the hope of the 
empire. On one side war and impending revo- 
lution, on the other the shadow. of the mad- 
house walls. 


In his gray old palace sits the. gray old 
kaiser in the eighty-third year of his gray 
old life and the sixty-fifth year of his tem- 
pestuous reign. His armies, conscripted frém 
all the polyglot péoples of his realm, are 
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sincerely hated over- 
lord. 

In all the vast and 
widespread invest- 
ments that Great Britain has made by con- 
quest or purchase, the world around, nowhere 
is ber régime so anomalous, her prestige so 
precarious as in Egypt. 

And, owing to the peculiar character of: 
her authority, nowhere is the opposition of 
@ great part of the people so outspoken, no- 
where is there such freedom of denunciation, 
such bitterness of vituperation as here. A 
native’ press, practically unrestrained and 
irrepressible—a native temperament that glo- 
ries in exuberant tirade and defamatory ha- 
rangue; deep seated racial antipathy—and 
the bigoted fanaticism of a religion whose 
predominant 
vengeance against all unbelievers—these are: 
some of the details of Engiland’s discom- 
fort in her “ occupancy” of Egypt. 

To this catalogue of annoyance there is to 
be added the peculiar perfidy of the Egyptian 
code of morals; the torpid factitious pretense 
of fealty and content, ‘with which it cloaks 
intrigue and foment—and, by no means Jeast 
of all, the fact that there is a sophistical, if 
not, indeed, a valid, cause of antagonism in 
England's persistent occupancy, her implied 
deliberate purpose to add Egypt to the pos- 
sessions of the British crown. 

All these are a part of the perturbed and 
complicated problem and policy of the 
“Egyptian question” agitated at home as 
well as abroad, for the native propaganda 
for autonomy has many supporters in Eing- 
land itself.

Enlightened Roman Province. 

Out of.a long dynastic succession, stretch- 
ing across the lapse of thirty-three centu- 
ries, Egypt became a Roman pfoevince, and 
from the days of Cesar Augustus unfil the 
birth of Mohammedanism was one of the 
most enlightened and influential parts of the 
world. Christianity was introduced at an 
early date and Alexandria—built by and 
named for the world conqueror—which had 
been the center of Greek culture, as well 
as the most important commercial port in the 
world, became the headquarters of Chris- 
tian learning and authority. Long before 
the religion of the Nazarene had made any 
stir in Rome, Alexandria and Egypt were 
Christianized. 

With the birth and development of Islam, 
commencing with the Hegira in A. D. 622, 
Egypt became, with Syria and Arabia, the 
domain of the prophet. The caliph, and later 
the sultans became the rulers of the Moslem 
world, and by the inroads of Arabs and Bed- 
eawi, as well as by the conversion of many 
Copts, Egypt became politically a Moham- 
medan state. In the sixteenth century the 
Ottoman empire reached its greatest power 
and Egypt was included in its conquests 
and became a Turkish province, a relation 
woich financially and religiously it has never 
ceased to occupy, and the khalif, or as he 
is now called, the sultan, is the spiritual and 
temporal head of all the faithful of El-Islam. 

Engiand’s occupation of Egypt lly be- 
gins with the downfall of Napoleon, ‘whose 
ambitious dreams of a world empire had 
brought fim to Egypt, hoping to destroy 
British trade in the Mediterranean, and by 
occupying Egypt to assail and overthrow 
English power in India. The Corsican’s 
world-wide plans included a French colonial © 
empire in America—the great Louisiana ter- 
ritory, which he finally sold to Livingston 
and Monroe, representing the United States, 
in order to obtain money to finance his cher- 
ished invasion of England. At Abukir Nel- 
son defeated the French fleet, and in 1801 a 
British army compelled the French to sur- 
render at Cairo and Alexandria and to evac- 
uate Egypt.

Mohammed Ali Made Pasha. 

In 1808, England being too much con- 
cérned elsewhere to devote much attention 
to far away Egypt, France undertook the es- 
tablishment of some suitable ruler to counter- 
act any future interest or interference on 
the part of the British. The choice fell 
upon Mohammed Ali, a native of Roumelia, 
at that time “cimbashi” of a legion of a 
thousand Albanian mercenaries. He lent 
himself willingly to the plan, succeeded im 
clearing out all probable opposition, and in 


magnificent mosque that overtops the cita- 
del at Cairo—the lofty, gtacefal minarets of 
which are landmarks of the capital.

Since the deata of Mohammed Ali in 1849 
the government of Egypt has been at least 
nominally vested in his descendants. 

Both Abbas and Said, grandson and son of 
Mohammed Ali, were strong and able gov- 
ernors, tlie latter zealously supporting M. de

Beginning of Evil Days. 

With the accession of Ismail, however, in 
1863 began the evil days which are respon- 
sible for the present political condition of 
Egypt. 


Egypt today is the para-, 
mount source of disquietude 
for England—her uninvited 
and sincerely hated overlord. 
Nowhere is England’s pres- 
lige so precarious; nowhere. 
is the opposition of the great 
part of the people so out- 
spoken. If. Egyptian unrest 
is seeking an opportunity, 
England’s present emergency 
affords a most promising oc- 
casion. The question is: Is 
Egypt prepared? Has she 
leadership and organization 
sufficient for the task? 


The powers finally, in desperation, inter- 
vened, compelled tae. khedive to disgorge his 
private and family fortune and estates to 
the state, and to ,accept a mere ministry 
under a council of administration, in which 
the portfolio of public works and buildings, 
in the erection of which he had been most 
prodigal, was intrusted té a Frenchman, M 

Blignieres, and that of finance, a confused 


_and tangled mess, to Rivers Wilson, an Eng- © 


lish expert. The remainder of the ministry 
were Egyptians. 

This mixed ‘partition of authority was, of 
course, unworkable, and in a short time was 
discontinued. The patience of the creditor 
nations was now, however, at an end. Ger- 
many took the lead in a protest to the sultan, 
demanding the removal of Ismail, and ia 
1879 he was deposed and went to Constan- 
tinople, where, after a life of luxuriant idle- 
ness, he died in 1895, 

In Egypt today Ismail and his reign are 
looked upon alike as a national blessing anJ 
a financial tragedy. Cairo is full of tae mon- 
uments of his extravagance, and yet much of 
its attractiveness is due to his luxuriant ideas 
and tastes. Ismail palaces ahound on every 
side. The modern section of the city, known 
as the Ismailiyeh, extends from the beauti- 
ful Ezbekiyeh garden to the Nile, and the 
the great canal is also known by his name. 

* *¢ 
Young Egyptians Stari Revolution. 

It was during the reign of his son, Taufik 
—the father of the preset khedive—that the 
uprisings occurred against European, and es- 
pecially against Englisn influence and con- 
trol in the political and financial affgirs of 
the country. 

Taufix, on his accession in 1879, was as- 
eailed by the clamor of a new “™ natfonal- 
ism,” begun and fostered by the generation 
of young Egyptians who had been educated 
in Europe, and had brought back with them 
advanced ideas as to reform and the emanci- 
pation of Egypt from foreign control. 

Under such leadersnip there developed a 
veritable revolution. That demanding a con- 
stitution and a native representative body 
besieged the khedive in his palace and forced 
him to yield to their demands. The soul of 
the movement was Arabi Bey—who in the 
new cabinet was minister of war. The cab 
inet at once passed drastic measures directed 
against European influence. The khedive, 
backed now by England and France, refused 
to acquiesce British and French ships ap- 
peared before Alexandria. Arabi’s camp at 
Tell-el-Kebir was stormed and destroyed bg 
an English expeditionary force under Sir 
Garnet Wolseley. Arabi and his associates 
were exiled to Ceylon—and the khedive came 
under the immediate protection and guidance 
of the English: , 

Later a widespread uprising took place in 
the Sudan among the Nubian and Arab 
tribes of the upper country, led by the 
“ Mahdi,” who claimed to be the foretold 


and long expected “summoned of God.” An 


Egyptian army of 10,000 men, under an Eng- 
lish commander, known as Hicks Pasha, was 
annihilated by the sanguinary fanatics, as was 
a second force of 3,500 Egyptian regulars, 
commanded by Baker Pasha. England again 
intervened and Gen. Gordon, after an almost 
incredible ride across the desert, undertook 
to save Khartum and vanquish the rapidly 
increasing forces of the Mahdi. By some 
strange and unexplained procrastination, 
whose story is a sad page in Engiland’s his- 
tory, a relief expedition under Wolseley ar- 
rived too late—EKhartum had fallen and Gor- 
don had perished. ; 
England thereupon abandoned for the time 
the Sudan and devoted herself to strength- 
ening herself in Egypt. The sultan endea- 
vored to dispossess the British, apparently

Kitchener Quells Sudan Rebellion. 

Taufik died in 1892 and was succeeded by 
his son, Abbas II. Hilmi, the present khe- 
dive. In 1896 Sir Herbert Kitchener—later 
Lord Kitchener of Khartum, and the present 
secretary of war—was sent with an ample 
force against the stil] rebellious Sudan. The 
court of the leader had degenerated into an 
abode of atrocious cruelty and most aban- 
doned orgy and license, A decisive though 
sanguinary battle resulted in the final over- 
throw of the Mahdists, and the Sudan be 
came the joint possession of Egypt-and Eng- 
land, administered by a government under 
a Britisn governor general, or sirdar. Khar- 
tum is the capital and the outpost of ail 
English influence that reaches out over the 
vast territory of equatorial Africa. 

In 1904 the Anglo-French agreement was 
signed which declared that “ His Britannic 
majesty’s government declares tnat they have 
no intention of altering the political status 
of Egypt, and the government of the French 
republic for their part declare that they will 
not obstruct the action of Great Britain in 
that country by asking that a limit of time 
be fixed for the British occupation, or in any 
other matter.” 

England thas been given a free hand in 
Egypt. From a governmental viewpoint “ al! 
that is now required is to persevere in the 
course which has already been traced out 
and gradually to introduce into the existing 
system such requirements as time and ex- 
perience may show to be necessary.” 

Sir Eldon Gorst, in his first report as Brit- 
“In spite of all dif- 
ficulties the only sound cotrse is to persevere 
on the lines already laid down—namely: that 
British intervention in the affairs of Hgypt 
is directed to the sole end of introducing and 
maintaining good administration and grad- 
"ually educating and accustoming the Egyp- 
tians to carry this on themselves.” . 

Lord Cromer, in his report of 1907 treats 
of what he calls the “entirely novel idea of 
He says: “I say 
that the idea is entirely novel, for it must. be 
remembered toat for centuries past the Egyp- 
tians have been a subject race. Persians, 
Greeks, Romans, Arabs from Arabia and 
from Bagdad, Circassians, and finally Otto- 
man Turks have ruled over Egypt. We must 
go back to the doubtful and obscure age of 
the Pharaohs to find a time when possibly 
Egypt was ruled by Egyptians.” 

All this is true: England in her usual, 
perhaps not entirely unselfish, fashion is 
hearing the white man’s burden, and carry- 
ing forward the mission of occidetital, of 
Anglo-Saxon civilization. As is always the 
case, she has done too much, rather than 
too little. Her danger lies in the evil, al- 
though perhaps conscientious and patriotic, 
influence of those whose acquisition of mod- 
ern knowledge and fundamental education 
bas made them tbe dangerous demagogues 
of a half developed and inchoate propaganda. 

Now that the triple entente has actually 
lined up in the present tremendous war, 
there is quite conclusive evidence of one of 
those most elusive of things “a complete un- 
derstanding ” between the three powers. In

If Egyptian unrest is really seeking an op- 
portunity, England’s present emergency af- 
fords a most promising and timely occasion.

Like the Days of the Caliphs. 

It is hard to hold any serious conception 
of the Egypt of today as a modern nation. 
To sit upon the broad terrace of Shepheard’s 
hotel in Cairo and view the motley, endless 
throng that ebbs and flows through the nar- 
row Sharia Kamel—the most absolutely cds- 
mopolitan crowd that one may find the world 
around, is to be transported to the days of 
the caliphs, and to live in the atmosphere of 
“The Arabian Nights.” And yet this vaude- 
ville agpface of things covers and but thinly 
conceals the tragic depths Egyptian life. 

Egypt proper, including’ oases in the 
Lybian desert, but exclusi¥e of the. Sudan, 
has an area of about 400,000 square miles. 
The settled and arable portion comprises only 
12,226 square miles. The population totals 
in the last census 11,189,978, an average of 
915 to the square mile. 

In addition, nearly or quite 100,000 BeJ- 


return for her “ hands off” in Egypt France 
was to nave English recognition in Morocco; 
and Rossia disregarding German ‘Interests in 
Persia and Apstrian plans as to Servia, was 
under the guise of sympathy with Pan-Slav- 
ism, to push with all the force of her mighty 
resources against the Turk in Europe, Eng- 
land in turn holding Egypt from any vital 
aid to her suzerain, the sultan.

ally “ Parthians, Medes, and Elamites,” rep- 
resenting every nation in the habitable world. 
Of the native population the largest ele- 
ment who have any recognized means of live- 
lihood are the “ fellaheen,” or peasant farm- 
ers—2,815,149 of them; 2,358,506 are serv- 
ants, domestic and otherwise, while 5,378,- 
076 are noted as without employment and 
utterly pauperized. ) 
Religiously considered, there are 10,366,- 
826 Moslems—01,84 per cent of the entire 
population..

the native Christians, number 706,322. 
There are 38,635 Jews, 57,744 Roman Cath- 
olies, 76,058 Greek Christians, and 27,937

Tae education of the people is almost en- 
tirely of a religious sort, based upon the 
study of the Koran. The great University 
of Bl Azhar at Cairo, founded in A. D. 972, 
has a faculty of 587 professors and had last 
year (1913) an enrollment of 14,959 students. 
Despite this fact Egypt is relatively the 
most illiterate nation in the world, of the 
mates only eigaty-five and of the females only 
three out of each thousand being able to 
read and write.

Administration of Egypt. 

The present khedive is H. H. Abbas [1. 
Hilmi, born July 14, 1874. He succeeded 
his father, Mohammed Tewfik, Jan. 8, 16892. 
He married, as his principal wife, tae Prin- 
cess Ikba] Hanem, and they have six chil- 
dren, of whom Prince Mohammed Abdul is 
the crown price, or heir apparent. 

The present khedive has inherited much of 
the financial] eccentricity of his grandfather, 
Ismail, and is acounted in his own right one 
of the wealthiest rulers in the world. 

The administration of Egypt is carried on 
by inistry of eight members, subject to 
the ing of the khedive, all being under 
the advisory power of the English agent. 
There is a legislative assembly composed of 
the ministers, sixty-six elective and seven- 
teen appointive members, whose powers are 
about as limited as can possibly be imag- 
ined, and whose principa] functions are to 
afford an opportunity for debate and ora- 
torical expression on the part of embryonic 
and amateur statesmen. 

In reality the khedive seems quite content: 
with a position of semi-regal rank and dig- 
nity and an opportunity to look after his 
large and rapidly increasing estatés—and the 
country is really governed by an absolute, 
though professedly benevolent, autocracy on 
the part of England. 

For the sake of loca] administration the 
country is divided into five governorships of 
the principal cities, and fourteen provinces, 
subdivided into districts. ‘These are admin- 
istered for the most part by native officials, 
appointed as rewards of loyal support.of the 
powers that be. | * 

The predominant religion is recognised tn 
the judicial system, the courts. being pre- 
sided over by judges known as cadis, wno 
interpret the canons of the Koran. 

There is, of course, a court of appeal at 
Cairo, half of whose members are Huropeaans. 
Where foreigners are concerned with na- 
tives tne cases are tried before mixed .tribu- 
nals, but cases between foreigners are heard 
by their own consular courts. The entire 
judicial system is that of a nation in the 
making, woere the dominant power is not 
quite ready to assume complete control. 

Financially Egypt has shown remarkable 
power of recuperation since the English as- 
sumed the direction of the vast bankruptcy 
of Ismail. In 1918 the revenue of the gov- 
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ernment was about $87,000,000, and the ex- 
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penditure was held well within the income. 
In 1913 the public debt was $471,750,000, 
on which the interest was $17,770,000.

name of a weeping patriotism that “the Eng- 
lishman is the cause of our sorrows and mis- 
ery,” and issues such a manifesto as this: 


“Fellow Citizens: The situation of our 


country is critical in the extreme. It be 
hooves us to defend her interests and to de- 
liver her from the shameful protectorate ex- 
ercised by Great Britain.

F consistency is, as has been said, the 
hobgoblin of little minds, then neither 
women nor hats, as far as I have been 
able to observe, belong in the diminutive 
brained category. For hats are not con- 
sistent. iI should like to write “not” 
in capital letters if it were not that such 
emphasis in the world of writing is sup- 
posed to be bad form. But I will repeat that all mil- 
linery seems perverse, two faced; so permeated, in- 
deed, with a feminine whimsicality in its most exag- 
gerated degrees that, if I were writing a problem play 
about a flesh and blood woman instead of our phan- 
tom lady of fashion, I could call her’a bit “ over-sexed.” 


I might say, here, however, that millinery is quite 
as alluring as ever, and even a bit more fascinating, if 
possible, from the variety of sides it is showing up. 
Much of this charm, too, is achieved through a daring 
and effective irregularity of brim. For brime seem to 
be going in any direction and to any heights. Nor is it 
the least of their amiable points that, if height is not 
desired, they do not go high at all, but stretch out to 
all widths at the sides and then lie low and flat and 
drooping about the face. 


Perhaps in the fact that Paris is obviously having 
to economize lies the explanation of the emphasis which 
is put on the shape of the hat and the slurring process 
which is in order as far as trimming is concerned. 
For there is no denying that the accessories of the 
millinery world are not used with the same lavish hand 
as in years past. Not that they are any less charm- 
ing nor less witching. Never have I seen more exqul- 
site fantasies than are in the shops right now. The 
difference lies in the fact that they are not so abund- 
antly used. A single ornament suffices where once 
such restraint would have been considered a shrieking 
example of shameful frugality. 


I am going to describe the shapes first of the different 
hats I have seen, because it is the shapes that still 
linger most vividly in my mind. Visual memory is a 
traitorous thing sometimes and not to be depended on, 
but I have no doubt of mine serving me well, as far 
any way as hats are in question. For the impres- 
sions gained from a tour of the shops are strikingly 
clear, cameralike in their distinctness, 

Sharp corners, in the first pla are much in evi- 
dence. Three, four, and even five cokpered effects are 
to be seen in the newest turbans. 'Bricornes are still 
stylish despite their vogue in the early fall. Most of 
the crowns of this shape are soft and fit the head 
snugly. 

Then there are the sailor and the flat shapes which 
are fashionable: increasingly so, indeed, probably be- 
cause of their almost universal becomingness. The 
wearer is allowed too, in the case of the sailor, to twist 
it in almost any way that she wishes. The lines are 
not severe, either, and as the crowns of these sailors 
are genérally soft and low the charm of the style is 
accentuated. | 

For tailored wear there is the rolling sailor, also 
with bows of grosgrain ribbon. These rolling sailors 
are having to share honors, however, with the huge, 
wide, flat velvet hats, whose only trimming consists of 
long quills, which areimade of the black velvet. 

In contrast to these same hats, which are growing 
wide almost past belief, are diminutive affairs of fur 
and velvet. They may be worn tilted far over the 
face or may be poised on one side of the head, reveal- 
ing masses of soft hair. Wreathed in gorgeous flowers 
or trimmed only in wings and quills of the same ma- 
terial as the hat, there is a style to these tiny crea- 
tions which is often sacrificed where larger and more 
picturesque hats are concerned. 

As for the wide, picturesque hats for dressy wear, 
they are, many of them, gorgeous in the extreme. One 
particularly stunning one I saw was of Burgundy red 
velvet, which had a crown which came low in the front 
and rose high in the back. This was of the softest, 
lightest material imaginable, and the only suggestion 
of trimming on the whole hat was at the extreme left 
edge.

It 
has seemed unnecessary to do this here- 
tofore because of the cheapnces of the 
imported articles. The industry of ‘' do- 
mestic oriental rugs" is also given a 
fresh incentive lately. Until now it has 
been chcaper to import them than make 
them. 

The interest in domestic weaving is felt 
even in the home, and has revived a lik- 
ing for rag rugs. These have not been as 
popular for years as they are right now 
Many women are making them at home 
on simply constructed looms. Ready 
made. they are Inexpensive, durable, and 
in perfect harmony with simply built 
furniture, either colonial or modern. 

Crocheted rugs, too, are much in evi- 
dence. These are made of calico cut into 
one inch strips and crocheted over clothes 
line to give them weight. About eighteen 
yards of calico are required for an ord!- 
nary bedside rug. 

It is interesting to know that, original- 
ly, carpets avere not floor pieces, as they 
are today. The carpets mentioned in 21d 
inventories were coverings for tablesand 
drawers, and sometimes for beds. There 
were calico carpets, leather carpets, and 
carpets of rough woolen patchwork, in.

In the middle front of each cover, about 
an inch from the lace, work initials or 
@ Monogram in a medallion. This may be 
fn cross stitch in colors, but more guit- 
able for piqué is a well paiided letter done 
in satin stitch in white mercerized cotton. 
Various makes and kinds of embroidery 
cotton are in favor, but I always like 
e@ rather soft strand thread that will 
spread when working, yet has a high 
sheen. Do not use too coarse a thread. 
I make it a rule to use a number or even 
two finer than most of the art depart- 
ments advise. In buttonholing a scallop 
a heavier thread can be selected than 
that for the lettering. v 

In choosing a lace a good width is from 
an inch and a half to two inches. Prefer- 
ably get a design with a firm edge that 
will not fray in laundering. To turn the 
corners easily run a gathering thread for 
several inches beyond where the plain 
stitching stops and pin into place. Sew 
firmly. If you wish to join the edge of the 
lace to the cover with a briar stitching or 
chain stitch of the mercerized cotton 
the lace, save at the corners, need only 
be basted on. 

A more economical finish is a button- 
hole scalloped edge. For this one does 
mot even require the extra cost of stamp- 
ing. as scallops may be drawn on by hand 
©r traced from the various scallops pub- 
lished at intervals in this paper. Scal- 
loping is also sold in transfer patterns 
In the same way initials or monogram 
may be stamped. 

For a simple scallop the quickest pad- 
ding is done with reguler padding cotton 
or with two balls of darning cotton wound 
together, thus using both strands at once. 
Fasten to the point of starting by a few 
over and over stitches and, working from 
left to right, buttonhole over the cord, 
directing it with the left hand. 

Nearly every one knows the buttonhole 
atitch used for stalloping, but for those 
who do not learning is easy. Fasten the 
thread on the under side and bring the 
needle out at the lower edge of the scallop. 
Hold the thread under the thumb of the

PON the breasts of many of the 
German officers may be seen a 
black and white ribbon, from 
which harris «2 white bordered 
black Maltese cross. When you 

see this decoration, you know that the 

wearer, by some achievement of gal- 
lantry, has been awarded the iron cross, 


and you regard him with new interest. 
From the number that I have seen there 
must have been many brilliant deeds per- 
formed in the course of the present war. 


Often these coveted crosses will be seen 
on young men and when you inquire you 
will find that the wearers are members of 
the flying corps. 

Many of the aviators have been given 
the iron cross. Their work is dangerous 
at all times and the value of their services 
is extremely great, for they fiy far Into 
the enemy's country and are often the 
iofty target about which are bursting 
shells that rack the air so violently that 
only the greatest degree of coolness and 
skill can prevent the overturning of the 
planes.

An acroplane rushing through the 
heavens at a height of 6,000 or 8,000 feet is 
very hard to hit, but the concussion of the 
shells from the balloon guns is go violent 
that the air for hundreds of yards about 
ig 60 disturbed that the plane is capsized 
and brought down. 

Near Laon, four planes of the allies 
have thus been destroyed, but the avi- 
ators, instead of becoming timid, have 
only become more daring. They are 
learning how to dodge the bursting shells 
and doubtless are fascinated by the grim 
end tragic thrills which a human target 
must experience when fiying a mile high 
Over an alert and watchful enemy. 

During every instant when an aviator 
is in the sky, he is gambling with death. 
He is undergol™s the absolute ultimate in 
human thrills: He is a human bird with 
the hunters below and as he watches the 
white bails of smoke on all sides, he 
shapes his course in such a way that the 
Rext shell may not strike him. 

As a general thing, the balloon gun on 
the earth, thousands of feet below, must 
aim at least eight lengths ahead of him in 
omer to bring him down. The aviator 
Knows that the first shots are likely to 
be wild, but he knows that with each 
Micceeding shot the practice will be 
Wuer, and when the gunners below have 
‘orrectly found his altitude he must shift 
his course at once,

If the sky is cloudy, he steers toward 
the nearest cloud and is screened from 
View, but if he is sailing across vast 
*Kpanses of open blue sky with the shel- 
tering islands of cloud far apart, then he 
Must zig-zag his course so that the shell 
that is aimed eight lengths ahead may not 
Meet him when he reaches that spot. 

The sound of the shells from the balloon 
Suns is unmistakable. Every soldier 
Within ear shot knows it, and at the frat 
faint boom of a bursting shell high tn the 
heavens, everybody mstantly scans the 
sky to find the target. Peopse rush to tho 
Windows or race to points from which 
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An impression of the battle front on the Ais 


which nothing human is visible. You 
know that there are probably two men 
in the plane, but all you see is the gray, 
cloud colored object moving across the 
immense depths of the heavens, against 
the blue of which are beautiful white 
balls of smoke unfolding like great chrys- 
anthemums. 

The. thousande of spectators below 
watch with feverish interest, heightened 
by the thought that at any instant the 
little gray thing in the sky may drop 
something which will scatter death 
among them. 

— 

When I was at Laon, on the German 
battle front in France, there were at 
different times, five French and English 
fiyers who flew in over the German lines, 
Four were shelled and one was 60 
screened by clouds that the balloon gun 
had to let him pass. When last seen he 
was traveling swiftly to the north, miles 
within the German lines. 

I saw two of the shellings and missed 
the first by only an hour. None of the 
planes was destroyed, so that one had the 
supreme thrill of beholding a wonderful 
spectacle without the unpleasant oon- 
sciousness of having been an interested 
spectator atatragedy. I had all the thrill 
without the horror. 

The morning of Sept. 29 dawned with a 
sky broken by great islands of thin, 
vapory clouds. When I went to the pre- 
fecture, formerly the official residence of 
the governor of the province of Aisne but 
now headquarters of the general and staff 
of a certain Germanarmy, I did not dream 
that the day was to be one of the most 
interesting and eventful in my experience. 
The evening before, while at dinner with 

the staff, I hed expressed a hope that 
sometime I might have the privilege of 
going up in a military aeroplane above 
a batthefield. It was a random wish, fired 
without the faintest hope that it would 
ever be gratified. In my imagination, it 
was absolutely inoonceivable that ™ 
civilian would be allowed to go up in @ 
German flyer in times of war, much less 
be allowed to approach the aviation field. 


~- 
To my surprise, the captain with whom 
I wae epeaking said he would ask his 
excellency, the general, tf I might be 
allowed to do 80. I'm afraid that I con- 
strued hie remark as a polite and consid- 
erate way of evading the question, but 
later in the evening he told me he had 
spoken to the general and the latter had 
referred the request to the chief of the 
aviation corps. ven then I had no hope, 
for I assumed that the aviation corps, 
with immensely more important things to 
do, would not find time to carry a civilian 
on a sight seeing trip. In taking this 
view, however, I had lost sight of the 
tremendously comprehensive pass under 
which two other American correspondents 
and myself were traveling. 
It was an order from the war office 
asking that we be allowed every privilege 
and that all German officers should ex- 
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pass within the sanctuary of military se- 
crets and military operations to an ex- 
tent which expressed the flattering de- 
gree of trust the army officers were dis- 
Posed to venture-to our sense of honor, 
We were asked not to repeat certain in- 
formation given us and not to publish 
within a certain period photographs which 
I was allowed @ make. The general 
assigned two staff officers to go with us, 
and at 9 o'clock we left the prefecture, 
bound for the wireless station and the 
aviation camp. 


At the wireless station, a couple of au- 
tomobiles with a lofty telescoping mast, 
I listened to a message which was being 
picked up from a French station some 
place. It was in code and to me was un- 
intelligible, as it doubtless also was to 
the operator. 


Over tn the corner of the wireless field 
were a number of graves, freshly made 
and decorated with wooden crosses and 
flowers. One was that of a general and 
the others were those of high officers. 

ees ‘ 

They had reached the end of the “ paths 
of glory.” They had won the wooden 
cross. 

A short distance away were the great 
buildings of the Ecole Normale, now the 
main hospital at that part of the front. 
On an extemporized sign in front were 
the words “ Krieg’s Lazarett,” and in 
front of the main building was a spirited 
monument erected by the French to three 
civilian patriots who lied the citizens 
against the enemy. ‘They were franc- 
tireurs. A German officer, looking at it, 
said that such a monument would not be 
allowed to stand in any German city. 

The aviation camp lies a couple of thou- 
sand yarde from the great crescent shaped 
hill upon which the picturesque city of 
Laon is perched. A broad, fiat plain 
stretches for miles in that direction and 
at one point are the flat tents that shelter 
the many machines in use by that part of 
the army. A number of aviators were 
there when we arrived, 

On one side of the road was a balloon 
gun which only an hour before had shelled 
a French or English machine that had 
passed over, 

~o- 

“You should have been here a little 
earlier,” said one of the officers. “We 
were trying to bring down one of the 
enemy's machines, but it got away.” 

On the broad, flat field trom which the 
fiyers arise there was a great, white cross 
made of bunting. It was ea hundred feet 
long and was used to indicate to the flyers 
above the direction in which the wind 
was blowing at the surface of the ground. 
The ground level wind often differs from 
that higher up and is a matter of concern 
to the aviator who is sliding down to 
make a landing. 

The wind had shifted and a couple of 
men were changing the bunting to a new 
direction. 

The flyers were a wonderfully clean, 
ntelligent lot of young men, very friend- 
ly and extremely kind. They showed us 
the machines and explained the opera- 
tione of the balloon gun, an upstanding 
cannon #0 finely balanced that its aim 
may be adjusted instantly. 

“ Which one of you gentlemen wished 
te go up?” asked Capt. Walter, chief of 
the fiying corps.

I wes indicated aa the candidate. 
“ This is the man,” said Consul Robert 


3. Thompson, Amertcan vepresentative 
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“ He ila the only one of our party who ts 
not married.” 
“ We will use this’ double decker "over 


ete,” said Capt. Wetter, “ and you will 


be taken up by one of our greatest fiyers, 
Ingold, He has made many records for 

Germany. For ea long time he held the 

endurance record, having flown for six- 

teen hours without landing. We have now 
beaten that record, however.” 

When with German officers one is com 
stantly struck by the number of men 
who speak excellent English. The cap- 
tain led the way across the field to where 
a great, massive, gray biplane wes 
standing. I was impressed by the strength 
and size of it, No American machine 
that I had ever seen waa nearly go heavy 
and strong. A crowd of aviators, staff 
officers, and our party of civilians fol- 
lowed and watched the preperations for 
the fight.

“ What size is your hat?’ I was asked, 
after which a leather helmet was given 
me totry on. It seemed all right, but the 
captain sent for another. Evidently it 
was important thet the helmet fit prop- 
erly. Two paire of goggles were tried on 
before a snug and secure pair was found, 
Then a Bavarian staff officer gave mehis 
leather coat to alip on over my heavy ul- 
eter. It came only to my hips, and the 
effect was such that I looked likea tribes- 
man from central Asia. 

“Thie coat hes my officer’s shoulder 
straps,” said the owner of the coat, ” so 
that if you fail into the hande of the 
enemy you will be treated ase prisoner of 
war and notaspy. If you werecaptured 
in clviliat'’s clothes you would be shot as 
a spy.” 

I wae conscious of a new thrill of In- 
terest. It was evident that going up 
along the battle front was not entirely 
devoid of serious posad bilities, 

Another officer then brought a woolen 
mruffier, which wae wound tightly around 
my neck. The goggles were given a final 
adjustment to see that they were wind 
tight, and I was asked to climb on board. 

Ingold heé already taken bie plece in 
the rear seat, a sort of cockpit, above 
which only hig head and shoulders ap- 
peared,

One of the mechaniciens showed me how 
to climb inte the forward cockpit, which 
was at least six or seven feet above the 
ground, and was in the forward part of 
the long and beavily built boatiike body 
of the “double decker.” 

Two footholés in the side of the body 
showed how to climb my first two stepe, 
and from them I stepped on brass plates 
on the lewer plane and climbed into my 
little compartment forward. Just above 
my head wee a gasoline tank. 

“Be careful not to bump against it,” 
was cautioned. 

“ May I take my camera with me? "I 
asked, but was tolé thet I had better not. 
Perhaps they were afraid I might drop it, 
or, more likely, thet I might phetograph 
spots in the landscape that would revesl 
lines or batteries which for good reasons 
should not be committed to e film. 

A young officer photographed us. The 
engine wae started, and thare was @ tre 
mendous roar as the speed of the great 
propeller forwar@ wes epesded up ané 
slowed dowea in a preliminary test. 

In another moment the roar rose to a 
kigh key and the aeroplane moved foe

ward with increasing speed ané within 
nly a couple ef hundred feet left the 
ground,

We dimbed swiftly. In an tncrediply 
short time the houses and wagons ane 
roede below shrunk to toy proportions. 
A long wagon train of ammunition bde- 
came tiny objects on a white road, which 
stretched off for miles to the north. Rafl- 
way trains, loaded with troops, contract- 
ed in size until they were toy trains. 

I did not know what the pilot's instruc- 
tions were, but at first we flew northward, 
away from the battle front, just to the 
south of Laon. This was a distinct dis- 
appointment. But all the time we were 
climbing to higher altitudes, and I soon 
realized that the wind wae fitful ang 
treacherous. The machine gave sudden 
and cisquieting lurches, and occasionaily 
would fall for a few feet. 

In my former flying experiences, one of 
which was over Vere Cruz and the Gulf of 
Mexico, I had never seen such unfavor- 
able wind conditions. Not only was the 
wind high but it was erratic and full of 
* holes.” 

~~ 

There was one comforting thought—the 
philosophy of the fatalist. I was up and 
was obliged to take conditions as they 
were. No degree of anxiety could posai- 
bly affect the outoome of the voyage. 
Ingold was @ great fiyer, and nowadays 
the aviators go up in almost any kind of 
a wind, The machine was powerful and 
strong and it was traveling so swiftly 
that its momentum carried it through the 
soft spots in the air. 

Below me, Ike a relief map, stretched 
the vast plain, dotted with clusters ef 
houses, with reilways and roeds and 
checkered with beautiful Gelds and 
patches of wood. 

Ahead of me was the propeller, but ao 
high that the biast of air from it passed 
over my head, In my cockpit there were 
two handles of steel to which one might 
eling, and abong the forward edge of the 
pit wes a leather padded rim that would 
break the shock of a bed landing. There 
was no altitude gaugein my compartment 
and so I could net determine how high we 
were I was enly conscious that the 
thousand foot fight at Vera Crus was 
greatly less then my present position, 
Above me the clouds were very close, and 
the expanse of country unfolding below 
pe was vast. gi

‘When we swung about we were several 
miles north of Lacon. Ine wide half circle 
we sheered about unti) the city my dead 
ahead. We were still climbing, probabiy 
for the serener air levels above, and the 
wagon trains and long lines of motor 
trucks below were microscopic in aize. 
Boon we passed the aviation field and left 
it behind. This meant that we were to fly 
south of Laon end thus see the greatest 
battle front that has ever been known in 
history. 

The town of Laon is perched on a hill 
@00 feet high. The great cathedral, rising 
200 feet abovethe street levela, dominates 
the tewn as the Colngne cathedral domi- 
nates Cafeogne. Frote jis towers ome may 
nee Paris, and frqm the ch&teau, or pre- 
fecture, where the general's staff is quar- 
tered, one may see, day and night, the 
fierce artillery duel that is raging six or 
seven miles to the south.

And yet, notwithstanding the crowning 

eminence of the town and fts cathedral,

seen. With relentless regularity, the 
shells were bursting above the cluster 
of buildings which later in the day I 
learned was the beet sugar mill in Cerny. 
Some were bieckish brown when they 
exploded, others were balls. of ‘white 
which suddenly blossomed against the 
green and brown background of field and 
trench. 

The noise of the motor In the aeroplane 
was go great that it drowned the sound 
of the firing. I could not hear the deep 
growl of the guns. And if by any chance 
a balloon gun of the allies had bombarded 
us as we flew, we could not have known 
it until we saw the white balls of smoke 
around us or felt the sudden and violent 
convulsion of the air. And if a hostile 
aeroplane hed hovered over us, as ihe 
events of the next hour proved to be pos- 
ble, we could not bave heard the noise 
or felt the throb of the propellers. Our 
only intimation of its presence wouid 
have come when a bomb exploding near 


us gave the warning of danger from 
above. 


léw, The cathedral had become squat and 
had flattened out to the altitude of the 
emailer buildings around it. It seemed 
imoredibly smal. The great normal 
schools which now are field hospitals and 
which look off from the rim of the cree- 
cent hill across the rolling valleys and 
hills to the south were like miniature 
blocks which seemed hardly to be higher 
than the valleys below them. 

Elevations had flattened, and instead of 
hills the country to the south of Laon was 
like a plain, crisscrossed with roads, spat- 
tered with houses and villages, and check- 

with green and yellow fields. Off to 
the south was the ribbon of the Aisne, 
along which the mightiest battle of the 
ages has raged for weeks. Farther away 
toe the southwest were the dim outlines of 
Paris, seventy miles away. 

Far below and to the left hung the Ger- 
man observation balloon like a huge sau- 
gage in the sky. And stretching across 
the landscape, slashes of brown egainst 
the green fields, were the trenches in 
whicmat that moment men were fighting 
and dying. Little gashés in the earth 
marked where batteries were placed, and 
@atches of straw showed where they were 
disguised to deceive the enemy’s eviatora, 

—~>- 

It was a wonderful sight. Human beings 
were specks, and I could not see the trag- 
edy of their movements, but the huge 
clouds of belching smoke from the French 
and English batteries and the answering 
bursts of unfolding white billows from 
the German batteries told how savagely 
the great artillery duel wes raging and 
meant that in every moment men were 
being torn to pieces and others were soon 
to be carried away from the Seld on 
stretchers. 

Of the individual tragedy of the great 
érama I could see nothing. At my nearest 
point to the battle front I was four miles 
from the fighting. But I wes high in the 
air, so high that the battlefeld lay 
stretched out like a map, om the south- 
western edge of which was Paris and in 
the intervening spaces the tiny rivers 
and towns and forests that lay between 
the Germans and their immediate goal. 
The opposing trenches, hazy with smoke. 
the little dots that marked the move- 
ments of men behind the trenches, and 
the Jeaping bursts of the emoke from bat- 
teries and the incessant bursting of shells 
above the trenches—these were visible, 

but so small that one had to imagine the

Ingol@ steered the plane south of Laon, 
passing over the Faubourg d'Ardon ats 
great height and swinging off in a wide 
circle ag we reached the edge of Bruyere, 
On the higher levels the air was not so 
disturbed by fitful gusts and the flying 
was smoother than it had been a thou- 
sand feet below. Off tothe southeast, the 
Aisne traced a silver course through beau- 
tifully checkered fields and woodland. 
Reims lay near the horizon with the towns 
of Maison Rouge, Maizon Bleue, Amifon- 
taine, and Neufchatel between. 

In the skies there was no sign of a hos 
tie fiyer, although at that moment a 
French machine was rising into the clouds 
from somewhere back of the line of bat- 
tle. We were to see him a few moments 
later, but at the time we were happily un- 
conscious of the menace of his move- 
ments. 

As we passed over Laon, northward 
bound, I felt the head of the machine dip 
and start on its long and gradual drop 
to the aviation fleld, which at that height 
was so tiny that the long white cross of 
bunting on the ground was a mere mark 
in the flat plains.

by the man who was to drop it, and the 
bomb entire weighed, I judged, about 
eighteen or twenty pounds. 

The bomb was not of the type used 
quite recently by French aviators. it 
was an ¢ bomb, perhaps contain- 
“attheugh I éo not know. 
The new French bomb contains several 
hundred steel darts or spikes, each shaped 
like a pencil and of about the same size, 
one end being sharp and heavy and the 
other end lightened by four deep grooves 
extending two-thirds the length of the 
spike. These grooves give the projectile 
the effect that feathering gives an arrow. 

These spikes are ten centimeters long— 
about four inches—and are eight milll- 
meters thick—roughly about a quarter 
of an inch. It is a primitive looking 
weapon, but when falling from a height 
of six or eight thousand feet its velocity 
becomes terrific and its penetrating force 
so great that it will pase completely 
through a man or a horse. One soldier 
was struck on the head by one of these 
spikes and |: passed through his head and 
his body and emerged from the leg near 
the knee. The consequence of a thou- 
sand of these spikes plunging down upon 
a bivouac of soldiers or upon a train or a 
body of troops is dreadful. 

Most of the flyers have had the most 
thrilling experiences. Every time they 
go up they have narrow escapes and the 
infinite daring of their work is enough to 
freeze the blood. 

One of them had exchanged revolver 
shots with a Frenchman and all of the 
activemen heave been shot at and shelled 
dozens of times. 

While we were standing at the balloon 
gun a German fiyer dropped down from 
the clouds. He had been over the allies 
and reported a hair raising experience. 
The wind had been very bad, he said, and 


both Ingold and I could verify it, and he 


had struck an air hole when he dropped 
a clear 600 feet before he could recover 
control. While in this perilous position 
he was shot at and shelled by the allies, 
but was fortunate in escaping without 
being hit.

Miss Goldman's address concluded, Mr. Benjamin Reich- 
man, the manager, who had been dozing in the rear of the 
hall, went to the platform and gave the audience permis- 
sion to ask Miss Goldman questions. It was an interesting 
audience. In its physical aspect it wae normal, contented, 
prosperous, youthful, and rather smart. It had the look of 
mental superiority common to those of an advanced habit 
of thought—a mildly appreciative and somewhat ennuied 
assemblage of radicals. Wishing to identify it further, I 
asked my neighbor to tell me to what classes its members 
belonged. “They are,” sald he frigidly, “people of 
culture.” 

Mr. Reichman has a suave sense of humor, and he took 
quiet pleasure in referring to Miss Goldman as a pariah. 
She is not invited, he said, te speak before the Drama 
league, and the Jewish women’s clube do not welcome her 
because she is a Jew. Miss Goldman did not like this 
about the Jewish clubs. “It is not because I am a Jew,” 
she sald, “ but because I am a heretic and a revolutionist. 
I don’t want the Jewish wemen's clubs to invite me,” she 
continued.

actor with money. Where Charlies gut

It may have been left 
him by an aunt In Philadelphia, whence 
the Hopkinses ha'l, or he may have sold 
a submarine to the German navy. The 
important point is that he has it—or did 
have it—and that he elected to spend it 
on a theater in New York. 

Now, there are a great many persons 
who believe that New York already has 
theaters enough. There area great many 
more who inaist that New York has thea- 
ters to spare. And the Broadway woods 
are full of theater owners who, we un- 
derstand, would be willing to part with 
their Thespian temples this season for 
very litth more than the amount of the 
mort gage. 

However, Charies decided to bulld a 
theater In New York and there was no 
stopping him. He bought a lot on Forty- 
ninth street, just off Seventh avenue, re- 
tained an architect and went to work. 
This week the theater that Charles built 
was formally dedicated, and proved the 
one interesting event on the theatrical 


calendar. 

The new house is of the toy variety 
and is called the Punch and Judy. It 
follows an early Biizatethian style and 
has seats for 209 spectators. Two hun- 
dred and forty od4 are on the ground 
fioor, being ranged from side aisle to side 
alsle, like the pews of a church, though 
we have been given to understand that 
they aré much tore comfortable than 
church pews.

whenever called upon. 

The stage ia the same width, so far as 
it is revealed by the squared proscenium 
“arch, as the auditorium, so that when 
the curtain is raised the front wall of the 
playhouse seems to have been moved 
away.

But Mr. Hopkins has other ideas, too. He 
fe married and Mrs. Hopkins isan actress.

It was there that 
Ben Greet saw her and offered her a 
position as a Woodland actress and she 
has since played in America with them. 
It was while she was a Greet that she 
met Mr. Hopkins. Part of his plan in 
building the theater, therefore, was to 
present his wife as his leading womar. 
He does not agree with Charles Frohman 
and most of the Frohman imitators that 
an actress’ marriage acts as a deterrent 
on the popularity she might enjoy. 

Hence we have the Punch and Judy 
theater, built by Charlies Hopkins for 
Charlies Hopkins, presenting Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Hopkins in “ The Marriage of 
Columbine.” 

Unfortunately the comedy proved to be 
neither so novel nor so interesting as 
the playhouse. In it Mrs, Hopkins plays 
Columbine, a dancer who as a gir! fell In 
love with Scaramouche, a clown, and ran 
away with him.

Sixteen years be- 
fore her husband had divorced her, and, 
because of her admitted guilt, the court 
had awarded her baby girl to its father. 
She tried dissipation as a cure, made 
periodical attempts to see her child, fol- 
lowed each failure with a reckless spree, 
and finally determined to kill herself. 

The specialist, becoming interested, 
agrees to help her back to health and 
promises to intercede in her behalf with 
her husband. S!x months later she is ad- 
mitted to her old home as a nurse, knows 
and loves her daughter, and is reasonably 
content until, ike Paula Tanqueray, she 
learns that the girl is to marry a prof- 
ligate youth who formerly had been one 
of her own intimate admirers.

\ A here to the constellation of Orion 
it was disappearing in the west, 
the time being spring. Now 
Orion i taking ite place again for the 
winter im the sky and is offered for rea- 
eonably early observation. 

It°is the most spectacular of the con- 
steliations. For the most part they are 
elusive. So much fancy has gone into 
their composition that the eye looks in 
vain to see what imagination for cen- 
turies has pictured in the heavens. 

If one has seen the Greater Bear sud- 
denly take shape in the sky after possibly 
year of careless oveervation, which re- 
vealed only the Big Dipper, the flank of 
the Bear, one may be prepared for the 
pleased astonishment which will follow 
the discovery of Orion. 


—~— 

It is readily identiried and easily takes 
shape. Many celestial objects have repu- 
tations greater and lees deserved than 
this constellation. Folk who might wish 
to see the famious Southern Cross may 
see a more striking spectacle if they will 
observe Orion, 

By 10 o'clock these evenings the con- 
stellation has cleared the horizon to the 
east. It ia preceded by Capella and the 
Pleiades and is almost in line with them 
from the pole star. Capella may be found 
by drawing a line from the pointers of the 
Dipper to the pole star and then off at 
a right angle in the opposite direction 
from the handle of the Dipper. Capel- 
la’s brightness will indicate that the 
search is successful. 

Continuing this hne on Deyond Capella, 
it will arrive at Orion. When this con- 
stellation has swung well up into the 
heavens it is almost beyond any error Ip 
| t@entification. Its two bright stars, Be- 
| telgeuse and Rigel, will command the at- 
tention of almost any casual eye and the 
| figure itself soon will be seen fairly etrid-

Most gasoline tanks are provided with 
gauze screens of some sort so that water 
or sediment cannot enter the pipe, but 

the water may be of such quantity as to 
hang over the entire screen and thus ef- 
fectually shut off the flow of fuel. 

It will be advisable to first clean out 


" the tank of all water and sediment, all

hour or more. When the air is permitted 
to enter the intake pipe at this speed the 
effect is immediate in the incrcage of 
speed and without movement of the throt- 
tle, thus making for somewhat greater 
economy. 

Most of these devices are designed 40 
that cold air is fed to the intake pipe, 
but a recently brought out device differs 
from this general scheme. A small vaive 
is attached to the base of the motor, gen- 
erally under and near the exhaust pipe. 
and the control levers are attached to 
this, with connections to a point handy 
to the operator. A copper pipe of small 
and when the latter is removed the en- 
tire working parts are removed with it. 
The best part is that no tools are needed 
in the operation of removal, a fastening 
bail being employed much as that used 
on glass fruit jars to hold down the 
cover. The bail is attached to the por- 
celain and is loose when raised. When 
the porcelain has been replaced in the 
shell, which remains in the cyclinder, 
the bail is up. There are a couple of 
slots into which the two sides of the ba!! 
are inserted; then the porcelain and ball 
are turned slightly, with a breech block 
diameter leads from the valve to the ex- 
haust pipe and then is wrapped around 
the exhaust pipe severa! times.

Motorists appreciate anything that will 
save time and labor while on the road, 
and thus it is a new style spark plug 
should be welcomed. It is true It Is not 
much of a job to take out and clean a 
plug or to put In a new one, but it re- 
quires the use of tools, which must be 
taken from a kit packed away and which 
must be replaced. It is algo true that 
plugs do not now give the trouble they 
did once, because of better plugs, better 
ignition eystems, and better oiling de- 
vices. Nevertheless, plugs do need at- 
tention just about so often, and it usually 
happens that this is required on the road, 
when the motor party is in a hurry. 

This new plug is made so the electrode 
and ground are contained in the porcelain 
action, and the ball is turned down, an 
eccentric action tightening the porce- 
lain in its place in the shell. 

Anothér good point about the plug is 
that it may be used asa priming valve, on 
motors that are not provided with such 
things, as for instance, a Ford. It is 
usually necessary to procure a combina- 
tion plug and priming cup for use on such 
motors, but this plug eliminates the ne- 
cessity for such an outfit.

“In a recent issue of THe TRIBUNS 
the use of denatured alcohol was recom- 
mended as an anti-freezing solution, but 
the deeper I go into the subject the more 
perplexed I become, for I have been told 
and have read that a solution of alcohol 
and glycerin is*far, better. I have used 
calcium chloride, but find it rusts every- 
thing it’ touches: Can and will “Tsp 
TRIBUNE enlighten me and possibly many 
other readers on this subject? 
“Guorce A. WHEELER, Milwaukee, Wis." 
Tur TrRisuN® recommended the dena- 
tured alcohol because of its convenience 
and moderate cost, added to its general 
efficiency; but it also stated that it would 
evaporate easily and that this point 
would have to be watched. Nowadays 
calcium chloride is seldom used, alcohol 
or a mixture of alcohol and glycerin tak- 
ing its place. The alcohol is a little more 
expensive because of its liability to evap- 
orate, but alcoho! will not separate from 
water and waste independently. It has 
a low bolling point, and naturally re- 
duces the boiling polnt of water wher 
mixed with it, so that on a sudden warm 
day, if the motor Is left running the mix- 
ture will boll and will evaporate. It may 
be stated that a mixture of alcohol and 
water—say about 30 per -cent of alcohol 
—will reduce at least a third in a month. 
Glycerin ts three times as expensive as 
alcohol, and a higher percentage is re- 
quired in making an anti-freezing mix- 
ture. Besides it ts injurious to the rubber 
hose, whereas alcoho! is not. Neverthe- 
less glycerin hasa high boting point. In- 
asmuch as glycerin raises the boiling 
point to 213 degrees Fahrenheit, it is 
almost proof against boiling. Because 
of these facts many recommend a mixture 
of water, denatured alcohol, and glycerin. 
This will require a little more attention 
in the beginning, but lesa trouble in the 
whole season. The motorist must be the 
judge of what will be his requirements, 
gauged by the average or possibly the 
lowest temperature in the locality where 
he uses his car. Therefore, for the ben- 
efit of those who may prefer one solution 
to another, the following tables will be of 
service. Inasmuch as these cannot be 
reprinted, it is advisable to cut them out 
and preserve them:
